A good sized audience was present on 
Tuesday evening in Armory Hall, to hear 
the initlallcctiire of a series on Botany, 
by Prfif, Geo. L, Goorlale of Harvanl 
Lniversity. The speaker was introduced 
by Mr. Wanen P. Tyler, chairman of the 
Reafl Fund committee, who announced 
the change of the date of the next lecture 
h> P'eh. II, instead of Feb. 7, as jier tick- 
et, tlie hall having been previon.sly en- 
gngerl by other parties without 
knowledge of the committee. 

“After paying a high tribute Profess- 
or (iray, whose death was announced in 
Tuesday’s papers, the lecturer wrote 
upon the blackboard the subject for the 
evening, “Roots, .Stems and I, eaves,’’ re- 
marking that in the limit of an liour, 
economy of time and strict adherence to 
system were 
most salient points could be noticed. 

First, the mathematical problems, 
every plant of the higher grade, viz., 
every plant producing seed, is reducible 
to three parts— root, stem, including 
branches and leaves. Lower 
plants, like sea weeds, have no roots 
proper, what appears such is merely a 
Holdfast— an extension of the steui, in 
no way contributing to the life and 
growth of the plant. Ordinary mosses 
liave no roots; only seed producing plants 
have roots. 

The uses of roots are to secure fixed- 
ness and ultimate contact with fine par- 
ti(^s of the soil. They are of two kinds, 
tap and lateral. The tap roots secure 
greater fixediics.s. A tap-root tree would 
be twisted oil in a cyclone, while a later- 
al-rooted tree would he blown over. 

The office of the root is to absorb min- 
era! matters from the soil. This is not 
done by the tip of the root as wa.s be- 
lieved until a few years, hut by 
thread-like fibers anpeariug just behind 
it.

Do plants eat ani- 
mals? ,\ plant from the East Indian 
archipelago was shown, having 2fi or -'ll) 
leaves to tlie plant, each leaf terminating 
in a tendril, at the end of which is a vase- 
like extension secreting a substance sim- 
ilar in action to the gastric juice, and 
will digest a lianl-boitcd egg. .Such 
plants have power to attract insects 
i which they digest and absorb. Francis 
the I i>;irwin experimented with the sun and 
dew. and fed in this w.ay one-lialf of the 


plants under observation, and found that 
the plants so artificially fed were stronger 
in a ratio of HX) to 70 th.in those not so 
treated.

who spoke as follows: “In pivinjf some 
account of the State charities, I shall 
copy from reports of the same somewhat, 
also quote from .Miss Klizaheth Putnam's 
paper of oflicial woik, in connection with 
volunteer visitlnp of State wards. I shall 
bo obliged to pass brietly the private 
charities, numherinjf loO. One of the 
best is the Women’s Educational and In- 
dustrial Union, founded in the belief that 
women of all conditions arc bound to- 
gether by common interests and needs. 
They believe in preventive measures as 
the beat of all. 

Not all are called to the same mission; 
to some the needs of the Indian appeal, 
to others the fear of sectarian control 
stirs them to vigilance. Again, the 
blind, the insane, all demand our atten- 
tion. 

Tiviiight we wish to consider our own 
public State charities. Immigrants 
numbers three-fourths of a million ye.ar- 
ly, and now the scum, not the best as 
formerly, of the pojJiilation of the old 
world, come to our shores. Is it charity, 
which le.Yvea so wide open the ports of 
our country, ignoring the justice which 
should be self-protecting? 

A supreme court judge h.as said that a 
large class in New York and llrooklyn 
just live, and to them the raising of 
two or more children means inevitably a 
boy for the penitentiary, a girl for the 
brothel. We should be just in our ef- 
forts to aid the needy. Our chaiity is 
experimental, and advanced thought is 
trying to solve the problem of cTiarity 
and justice. 

Oh, if ft»r life, we could restrain the 
hopele.ssly bruUil, the vicious, the con- 
firmed inebriate and moral munstcis! 
IIow 1 long fur legislation against the 
unrestrained How of liquor! Crime 
would be diminished in proportion. Our 
State institutions are in every part for 
the repair and reform atiou of this de- 
gradeil class. 

The objects charity in Massachusetts 
are classilied for purposes of administra- 
tion; the main divisions being, out-dour 
5 )oor 45, (MX) and in-door poor Id.OlMl. Some 
condemn the out-door poor system, but 
let us see how it wt»rks and judge of it. 
The sick are tt* be visiteii, infants pro- 
vided with boarding places, the condition 
of families investigated. The Board em- 
ploys six visitors, two being physicians. 
The care of foundlings and neglected in- 
Tants is a most important woik. Since 
18S0 the boarding-out system has been in 
^ -use with constaut improvement. Unless 
adopted at the age of thiee, they are 
transferred to the department of in-door 
poor. They are given the best possible 
start in life. In IS7S) not ten motherless 
infants survived their third year; now- 
over half, perhaps two-thinls, survive be- 
yond their third year. 

The State establishments of in-door 
poor directly under the Board ai*e eleven 
in number. ' The number in the State 
alms-house has been decreased by the 
pr4»seciiti(»n of tramps and vagrants. 
The three State schools furnish every 
year several hundred children who go 
int<» families. The ehildien are also di- 
vided into classes. 

The primary school at .Munson is the 
most hoDeiuI of the institutions. The eliil- 
dren are taught such tilings as will make 
them useful in the community. They are 
of botli sexes and are tioanied in families 
bv an espec.ially a|ipuinted visitor, .Mrs. 
Fisher. The good of the child is care- 
fully studied, and it is aimed to place 
them with a view to a<toption. The 
healtli o the ciiildreii is geiieially good, 
only three of tiie selioid having diet! 
during the last year. .At the school the 
ehildien work one half the time and at- 
tend seliotil the rest. 

I he must hardened in crime among 
the hoys are sent to tlie reformatory, the 
other boys under seventeen convict- 
ed of minor oITein-es are sent to the 
Lyman scIumiI at Westboro. The girls 
are sent to Lancaster. 

This Lancaster school was founded in 
185(1, after the plan of a sclmol at .Mat- 
tray. New South Wales. I’lie girls are 
divided intM families, classilied according 
to their experience in vice. They are 
taught house wurk, cooking and diess 
making. Bart of tlie time is spent in 
school under excellent teachers. 

Formerly this work of caring for the 


Westboro school, resulting in its ruin. 
But the time and labor snent by Dr. 
Howe on Laura Bridgman, the poor girl 
who could not see, bear nor smell, was 
not spent in vain. Somebody is neeiied 
to do for Pomeroy what, Dr.* Howe did 
for Laura Bridgman. Head carefully the 
report of the .South Boston instil ntion 
for tin* feeble minded and see what is be- 
ing <lone. Yet eases of insanity are in- 
creasing from one hundred to two linn- 
dred every year. Is there in*t something 
wrong? Idiocy also is increasing rapid- 
ly. Is tliere not something wrong in 
onr system? 

I have read carefully the last year's re- 
ports but they do not give anything 
about the cause of tlie.se facts. 1 can’t 
see that a single thing has beett done to 
lind the ean.se. Dr. H<»we stndii'd as far 
as possible tlie cause of every ease of 
idiocy at SouMi Boston. 'I'lie supply 
must be stopped. 

The terrible story of that one aban- 
doiieil woman in New York, from 
whom two or three hundred rascals de- 
scended is well knoivn. Measures slionld 
be taken to prevent these things. Not 
one feeble minded or vicious person 
should he allowed to proprogate his 
crime. 


MU. It. F. MOOItK 

said that it seemed to him that the gentle- 
man who had just spoken had huen steal- 
ing his thunder and was on his side. 
Years ago a pauper was despised ami 
kicked by whomsoever chose to do so. 
But things arc changed. It is not al- 
ways a disgrace to be a pauper, for some- 
times the pauper is made such by cir- 
cumstanees over which ho has no con- 
trol. The change means that wo intend 
to help a man to be a man. Doubtless 
mistakes are made, for experiments have 
to be tried. Heredity should bo care- 
fully considered and the lecturer sug- 
gested two or three important elements. 
There are too many foreigners; it is too 
ea.xy for them to vote, lot them .stay here 
21 years as 1 did. I do not mean that all 
toieigners are undesirable, but many are 
(applause.) Intemperance is tlio cause 
ot h-lO of the paupers and insane. 

As to the cost. When clerk of the 
State Primary school 1 helped make out 
the bills. There were over 4(X) children 
in the school and the cost per pupil was 
#2.23 a week. This paid for the clothing, 
tuition, food, and every thing necessary 
to make their lives happy and comfort- 
able. Money can’t bo extravagantly 
spentin these institutions. The trustees, 
practical business men, demand itemized 
bills. These bills are not passed in a 
lump; sometimes bills are thrown out to 
be paid by the superintendent. 

MU. IIOlTOUTU.V 

of Aubuindale said there were 
tacts regarding Iowa which he was ob- 
liged to omit last week, which just fitted 
in here. Iowa has two penitentiaries 
and had a contract to turiiish so much 
labor. During the last two years she has 
had prohibition, and iiad to give up lier 
euntract and pay a forfeit, as* there were 
not enough criminals to fill it. The 
sheriffs have declared their offices un- 
profitable, as the fees for escorting pris- 
oners had decreased very largely. The 
time had been too slioi t to have the ef- 
fect on insane and idiots apparent, but 
it wouUl follow. 

The result in Iowa had shown tliat the 
people who believed in prohiliirioii, but 
ihouglit it imprac.icablo wore mistaken. 
The best way t** deal with these dt:peiul- 
ent classes was to shut otf the supply.

believed that the peojdo of America have 
courage, goodness and streiigtii enough 
to absorb and take care of the vast pop- 
ulation coming to our shores. I learned 
in early childhood that poor folks are 
good folks. Where I have lost #1 by 
giving to the poor, 1 have lost #I,»KX) by 
life insurance companies. 

In every cummuiiity there are super- 
fluities, and what we need is some means 
to distribute these supertluities to those 
who need them. 

Mil. w. K. SlIKl.noN 

said it was not a <iuestiou of the loss of 
a dollar here and there, but one of a 
polioy. Is our present system encourag- 
ing a liberal sentiment among our peo- 
ple? Tlieru is uo danger of being ex- 
travagant. Giving blesses both the giver 
and receiver. The thought of doing for 
oilit rs lias blessed our people. The 
causes of the diminution of pauperism 
and crime are found in tlie education of 
the young. Not one-tenth of what ought 
to be is done fur the education of tlie 
young of the vicious and pauper classes. 
.More than ever can be done by an or- 
ganized system of reacliiiig the young. 
Five tidies tills slioiibl be spent to stem 
tlie tide of illiteracy and of insanity. The 
growth ot the latter in Kansas and other 
Western states is appalling.

A Ilniigrroim CrnsRlng. 

The recent iieeidoiit nt Hiverside 
aroused public interest in grade cross- 
ings, and brought upon the railroad 
aiiMioritios severe eomlemuation. It w as 
perreetly plain to every one after the 
accident that the Cliarles street crossing 
w as a most dangerous place, and should 
be protected by gaft's. It seems strange 
that the puidioand the railroad antliori- 
lies should delay action until a terrible 
fatality oecnrs to shock them into em- 
ploying protective measures. 

The lailroad ehiimed in extenuation of 
its conduct tlial the “crossing” was not 
a crossing in the usually accepted moan- 
ing of the term; that at the most it was 
simply a foot-path, used by' a compara- 
tively small iiiimher of people. This did 
not shield the railroad from ])ulilic and 
judicial censure, which, however, does 
nol seem to have had much effect. 

We would cart attention to an nnpro- 
tecteil crossing, which is a crossing in 
every way, althongli it is not an accepted 
slveet. Ueference is made to the Oloti 
avenue crossing in Newton ('outre. Glen 
avenue runs from Station street to Bea- 
con street, crossing Warren street, and 
the railroad. From Station to Warren 
street, the avenue in question is a public 
way, but from this point to Beacon 
street is as yet unaccepted by the citv. 
This ill no way interferes with it use as 
a tliorouglifaro, ami such use is constant 
and frequent. 'I’lio passage is rendered 
still more “blind’’ by a heavy growth of 
trees and bushes which obscure the tr.ack 
and ail approaching train until the pe- 
destrian or driver is within a very short 
distance. The only means of determin- 
ing whether a train is near by is to wait 
aiul listen. This is a most primitive and 
dangerous method. 

If we are correctly informed .an acci- 
dent did occur at this place several years 
ago in which a team was badly wrecked 
and the driver injured. Be this as it may. 
the crossing is a dangerous one and is 
becoming more so every month. The 
travel over the street is increasing, and 
the trains are becoming more frequent. 
At present some forty or more passenger 
iiiviiis, in addition to the freight and 
gravel trains pass this place every day, 
Sundays excepted. It is to he hoped 
that some protection will be afforded the 
people who cross at this point, and that 
the protection will be given at once, not 
dehiyedf until some one lias been killed. 
The life of one of our citizens, even the 
humblest, is worth moro than tliecostof 
maintaining a man and gates at this 
street.

Mr. Davis considered the Indiana first. 

In their relation with tho United States 
ffovernment; socoiully, in their character- 
istics and pecullariiioa; and lastly, their 
needs and ptisalbllltiea of civilization and 
development; statliiK that in tliis Indian 
Question wo need to learn the facts ro- 
Kardin^ tho present work of allotment, 
lly tho assistance of a lar^o map the lo- 
cations of tho rosorvations were accurato- 
ly described as tlioy are scattered throuuh 
tho West and North-west, the 

speaker Klvluff with each a few wonls as 
to the industries, etc. Tho Silenco il.-s- 
ervation, on tlio OroKon shore, was tho 
ilrst noted, and said to be least known of 
any; having an area of 2*2."i,(K)() acres, of 
Avliich tlio northern Is tho 'better land. 
Tho endeavor has boon made to m iko 
over that part to tho possesion of tlio 
white people, but this tho present agent 
is endeavoring to prevent. Tlio hop cul- 
ture is hero chieliy deponried upon by 
tho inliaiiitants, who wear citizen’s dress 
and speak English tolerably. In tho In- 
dian Territory tho Absentee Shawnees i 
and the Pottawatonilos occupied together j 
lands allotted to them in 187*2. Up to; 
1885 some lands allotted ten years previ- 
ous had received no titles. 

Some of the lists being found to be in- 
correct were sent back to Washington 
for revision. Some members of other 
tribes have managed to secure to them- 
iielves the privileges belonging to the 
iihawuees, and have opposed allotments 
by which no advantage Ctuild accrue to 
themselves. Certain Eottawatomies from 
tho lower portion have ipiietly left their 
own homos and slipped into tiio lands of 
the Shawnoes. A special agent is need- 
ed there to caTry on the work of Mayor 
Porter, who has boon somewhat success- 
ful. The dismissal of Thomas W. Al- 
ford, a graduate of Hampton College, 
from bis appointment as teaclier there, I 
has been acconipatiiod with grave ch r o . 
which ho denies, and it is eann stly hoped 
he can liisprovo. 

'File Crow Ileservatioii contains 4.700,- 
(KX) acres. Gen. Sheridan says tlio Indi- 
an are the richest communities in the 
world. In its eastern section, to which 
govurnmeiit pr»>poses to move tiiese jieo- 
ple troin the western, not one acre c.ati 
be cultivated without irrigation! If in 
llie present ailotnieiit, they were crowil- 
cd away from the it i cams and diJehes. 
as it is projio'cil to be done liy a .Syndi- 
cate, their condition WAUild be dcplor.i- 
ble. 

At Yankton, the Gieat Sioux or Dako- 
ta licservalioii, tlicre is a special agent of 
whom tlio lecturer coiisidci ately says 
nothing. 'Fhe land is good, the ciinri'e 
Iiealthtul. rains are increasing, and dan- 
ger from drought p.i»t. 'File Indi.ins 
gladly lake what is given them, and very 
earnestly desire Ui receive the scanty 
woodland also, but tliis is refused by the 
agent. The spirit of the Dawes Bill is 
for individual ownership. 'Fliu Indians 
naturally become suspicious that tho 
woodland is reserved for white men. .Vn 
appeal in this behalf to Washington has 
been mile by Mr Diwoi, but is not an- 
swered as yet. 

Some statistics of the comparative in- 
crease and decrease of certain trihos were 
given. Tho unfortunate Poncas, when 
removed from their lionie in Nebraska to 
the Indian 'Ferritory, lost one-fourth of 
their iiumher from malaria and lionie- 
biekness; yet one half of the survivors 
managed to return to their Inone. 'File 
three liundred Dakotas arrested and im- 
prisoned on a charge of conspiracy, en- 
dured imprisonment, and after a second 
removal founded a lieaiihy ami prosper- 
ous community in Southein Neoraska, 
etc. 

An amusing anecdote of the Little 
Grows was told, viz: fliat they contem- 
plated a revision of their tribal govern- 
ment. 'Flirougit the agency of tho Unit- 
ed Statjs government and the opposition 
of •‘Medicine men,” tho Indian Republic 
came to an end. In disorganization a 
-dozen young men coiisulteii, and ilesir- 
ing to found an elective govei nnient, 
gained a permit for yearly elections, went 
aside ami formed a colony of seventy 
families. One day they were visile 1 liy 
a ‘‘politician,” wlio broueht ten barrels 
of flour wliich ho unloaded from his 
wagon, ami interviewing the authorities, 
he professed great interest in, and ad- 
miration of tlieir system. After ho had 
started to go away, he was surprised to 
be called back. 'File ten barrels wore re- 
loaded and his liosts said, “We kiuiw 
how to vote — go Imiiie!” 

'Flint the Indian is iiaturally lazy, cruel 
.and brutal at home, tlie lecturer indig- 
nantly denied. 'Flie chase, by which 
these people formerly sulisisted almost 
entirely, rcipiired imnieiise eii lurance on 
the part of liie “broatl-winner.” ('amp 
work was gladly assumed liy tho women. 
As the huniiiig became less sue ossful, 
women’s ilrudgery increased. .Vn in- 
creased manful recognition of the 
changed relations of nieii and women is 
perceptible. 'Fhe revolution begun and 
rightly carried forward will slmw suc- 
cess. It is blander to say that laziness is 
an integral part of Indian cli.iracier. Ea- 
gerness to assist in the ireighling of the 
supplies otYered, shows lliat llie Indian 
anxiously welcomes ruliut troin tlieeiiuui 
of enforced idleness. Tliore is pay steal 
inability to toil continuously at woik to 
whitdi lliey have been uiiacuusbonuil, as 
in the case of the Apache Bands, wlio 
did their best to woik at house huildllig 
when transferied to Aialiaina. The I'ou- 
cas liave evi iced gie.iL diliguncu in 
ditch making. 'Ftiu willing worker and 
the shirk are foiiml in ail communities. 
Poverty and soriiiw leave some none the 
lietter tor home and its surroniidings. 
Few nations coiihi change lile, opinion, 
belief, in a moiiieiit. 'Flic distance iroiii 
bartiarism to civiliz.ition can not always 
be achieved with “.lapanese” celeiity. 

'Fhe lecturer dwelt on the s icuii anil 
lionic (]nalities ot the Indian, and tolil a 
sweet liiile story id an old ciiiel met on 
his way to the white doctors with a little 
sick child, and begging to wail to reply to 
the olllcer, who addressed him, until he 
had tenderly wiapiied and laid it down. 
,'suvurul letters troiii molheis and fathers 
to and from their absent studeiituhildieii 
were read, show-ilig the pleas.intesl 
parental and lllial relations. 'Fhe letters 


from tho cldidrrii are kept wrappeil in 
an embroidered cloth liy tho piiruntH, and 
tho ambition to ‘‘build a liouso to ho done 
before the oliiblrcn got home” la not In- 
freqiiont. 'Fheir little courteslea to 
strangors wero deacrilmd, and it was re- 
lated that Misa (bdllns (the lady now In 
charge of the hoapital at .Standing R<»rk,) 
came onerlay to an Indian’s iioiise, and 
in hesitating for a moment to cross a 
muddy place by Ids iloor, wlion lie witli 
trno courtesy took otT ids iilanket and 
laid it at her feet, as Ralolgli made a patli 
for bis Queen. Altlioiigli the chairs are 
very few lliero is always one seat for tho 
lady guest. An Indian host who found 
tlio smoke from bis tiro annoyed a wblto 
lady, siezod tlio litirning brands anri 
carried them out in Ids nands. W'e tiro 
told tliat tins Indian is a liriito, unkind to 
Ills wife and eliildion,— bo is a mild 
mannered man at borne. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Davis said 
there are very few trllies not yet reached 
by inflncncoH, wldcli have more or less 
modified their lives. None are wild. 
'Femporance is a serious (pieslion. 'Fliore 
is sale of vile iiipiors in several reserva- 
tions. Several agents enforce liquor 
laws and government agents are called in 
to as.sist in the enforcement of local law. 
Mr. 'Flinyer's suggestion of a bill, as if 
sliould ))ruperly lie called, comes most 
favorably. A measure of trustcosidp 
can tberoliy lie exercised.

NEWrON’.S WATER SUPPLY. 


A IIIOI.OOICAE KXAMINATION IIY SID- 
NEY n. MAKTI.KTT. 


The following report of Mr. Sidney R. 
Bartlett’s paper on tho water supply of 
Newton, wliicli was read l»y Prof, Sedg- 
wick ‘'cfore tho Society of Arts, at the 
Institute of 'Feclinology. appeared in the 
Boston 'Franscript: “ Flio city of New- 
ton gets its water from a filter bnsin 
1575 feet long, running along tho Charles 
river in tlie town of Needham. 'Fhe 
water in tlio tllter basin is pumped by 
engines in a pumping stacion near liy, to 
a reservoir on Walian Hill, from wliieli 
it Hows by gravity ti» all pans of thecity. 
'File filter l»a.sin was made by digging 
out tlic muck alongside the river and 
piling it up between tlie excavation and 
i the river; and from tliis fact (since 
muck IS lelatively impervious to wafer) 
as woli as from tlie tact tlie filter basin 
is fed by eiglit a. tesi.iii wells sunk some 
tidriy feet deep tbrongli gravel overly- 
ing an inclined bed-rock, it seems likely 
tliat little of tlie water in tlio tilter-basin 
really comes from the river, but most of 
it from the ailesian wells. In the sjuiiig 
of 1.SS7, l»r»*fes.sor .Sedgwick and Mr. Sid- 
ney R. Baitlett made in the biological 
labratory of the Institute of Tecliiiology 
a quantitative Idologieal c.xandiiatiou of 
the water in the Charles river, the lilter- 
i basin, the reservoir on Waban Hill and 
' at the tap ill the < lly of Newton: e.sti- 
I m.itiug caref ully the number of bacteria 
and moulds in equal samples of water. 
At the same time Mrs. Riebnrds and 
Mr. Bartlelt carried ou a clieiiiic.Tl exaiii- 
iiiation of similar samples in the Institute 
labratory of saiiiiarv cliemistry. In the 
course of the investigations 145 biologi- 
cal and IIT ciiemieal analyses were made; 
and all tlie work was done between .\pril 
1 and .May 15. 'Fhe method employed in 
tile liiologio.il examination was the 
weil-’xnown gelatine piate-cuiture meth- 
od of Koeli. 'Fhe usual accessory appa- 
ratus was employed ai.d need not ho do- 
seriiied. 'Fhe principle underlying tlie 
inetliod is this: By mixing a knovvn 
volume of tlio water under examinatiuu 
witli a much larger volume of so-ealled 
‘‘sterilized nutrient gelatine,” the 
germs in tlie water are first separated 
somewhat widely from eacli other in the 
melted gelatine; and, atterwnrds, when 
tiic gelatine lias lieen poured out ou a 
cool plate, carefully levelled, are kept 
separate and isolated by the stilTunud 
mass. 'Fhey are thus held securely apart, 
but may still rapidly grow and multiply 
in the nutrient mass, enriched as it is by 
meat extract, peptone, etc. At first the 
gelutiuu appears peifeuily clear ami 
pure; but altera day or two, eompara- 
tivelv opaque wbitisli or yellowish dots 
or islands may be detected, due to the 
rapid, though localized, iiurease of the 
germs. Each of these, if causetl by hac- 
lei'i.i, is called a colony, ami is taken to 
represent one “genu" iti tlio oiigiiial 
water, provided the gelatine used was 
properly steitlized, i. e., made free from 
all germs. .Moulds have an equallv cliar- 
acteriftic tboui>b dinereiit appearance, 
and both may thus be recognized after a 
time and the total iiuinber of living 
‘‘germs” in tlio original saicple readily 
and accurately estimated. 'Fiie samples 
of water were taken with gn at « ai e in 
sterilizt'd butties and examined as speed- 
ily as possible alter collection. 'Fhe re- 
sults obtained showed an iiiteresting and 
striking dilVereiicu belw’oeii the river 
water ami tliat in tlie lilter-basiii. reser- 
voir ami tap. ami indicated a progressive 
purity, so tar as guiins go. as tlie water 
iieared the point of eoiisuiiu^iou. 'Fhe 
water from (Miarles river, .«• k outside 
tlie tilter-basiii, gave, oa llie average, per 
cubic eeiitiinelie 201 colonies ot niiero- 
organisms; tliat from the tilter-basin, 42; 
flow tile Waliaii Hill reservoir, 20, and 
from the tap in Newton, only 0. Tlie 
Newton watei supply is generally le- 
garded as very superior, and this bio- 
logical exainination, as tar as it goes, 
strongly supports tills view. A com par- 
Ison w ith some other waters, based upon 
analyses made at the same time and by 
exactly the same imdliods, serves to show 
this fact in a striking way. 'File .Newton 
lap water eontained 0 iniero-organisiiis 
or “gernis" per eiibie eentinietre; .Spot 
1‘oml water (from a M.iideii tap), lU; 
('ocldtiiate (from the tap in the biohigi- 
c.d iaboratoryi, -IJ; Mystic (from a

New York, (aecording to Dr. I’rudileii), 
54-25(1.”

A writer in tjio Doston .lotirnal disciis- 
HOH the alleged ‘‘iiioral failiirn of oiir luih- 
lic Hcliool nysteni." taking f<ir his text an 
iirt.ielu tliat appeareil in tho Getoher On- 
tnry. He aaya: 

'Fhe friends of tlio ptililic aeJioois, and 
they proliably compriHO nlnety-llvo in 
every liundred of tlio native inlialntants 
of tlie nortliern Htaten, have claimed no 
more tlian tliis— tliat tho syslom Is tho 
liest yet duvisod for promoting tlio gen- 
oral intelligonco of tlio people. They 
have never lielioved it could |>rcvont all 
tiio ills the 1)ody politic is lieir to, nor lin 
a panaca for them. 

If liy “moral failure” tlio writer mnaiiH 
tliat of tlio men and women who have 
received iiistriiction in tlie piildic hcIiooIr 
of tlie country a larger proportion do not 
lead woll-ordercd lives than of persotiH 
otlierwi.su taught, then tlie friends of tlie 
system do not “confess” it nor admit it, 
but deny it, and call for proofs. In New 
England, for instance, probably tW) per 
cent, of the people of native liirtli have 
received all tlieir schooling in pulilic 
sclioids, and tliis for two liundred years. 

If among tliis population the standards 
of morals are not as liigb, if jiroperty 
and life are not as secure, if tliero is 
moie open vice and iiti|uinislied crime, if 
luisiness integrity and marital fidelity 
are not as common as among people in 
tills or other countries otiicrwise 
Hciiooled, tlio facts can be shown, and 
sliould be. 

It by “moral failure'’ is only meant 
that many persons who iiave been taught 
in tlic piililic seliools lapse friim virtue 
under tlie jircssure of the temptations of 
adult life, tliis would bo admitted as a 
fact, but not “confessed” as a disap- 
pointment. It might bo urged tliat 
these .same persons have been under tlie 
inlltience of iiomes and of cbuicbes, and 
these might be “confessed” to bo “moral 
failures.” Indeed, “our boasted” C'hrlst- 
i.in civilization itself could ba:diy escape 
the sweep of such confession. For intel- 
ligent discussion, tlie limits of pulilic 
school work in morals need to bo more 
carefully dellncd. 'Fliere are two points 
to cliaeactur-building, teaciiing and 
training. 'Fhe first aims to impart 
knowledge of principles; the second, to 
secure voluntary action along riglit lines 
by the pressure of motives until riglit 
liabits are formed and a virtuous cliarac- 
ter is establi.>lied. A famous Massachu- 
setts statute makes it tlie duty of tlie 
president and professors of Harvard and 
Ollier colleges, and of all otlier instruct- 
ors of youlli, lo use their best endeavors 
to impress upon tlie minds of tho child- 
ren and yoiitli committed their care tlio 
principles of pioly, justice and a sacred 
regard f»»r iriitli; love of their country, 

I buinanity and universal benevolence; so- 
I liriety, industry and frugality ; cliastity, 

I moderation and temperance. While the 
1 natnre of tliiKO vii liiesinay be explained, 
and the grounds of oliligation made clear 
' lo the intelligent, aipl while by concrete 
■ examples of tlieir practice tlie seti.siliili- 
I ties may be awaUeiii d to lind plea.siire in I 
conteinplaiiog tliein, a dayscliool. public j 
‘ or priv.ite. oilers 'out limited ojipori un- 
ity tor tiiat training tif (lie will by 
whieli alone the piaetico ot lliese vir- 
I tiie.s can liecoine liabitu il ainl the ebar- 
; acter tixvd. Mucli llie larger pai t of 
' tills training must be done at lioine or 
not at all. 

I’lio school may secure respect and 
j obeilieiice to tlic aotlioi ity of tiie teaclier, 
liut It cannot compel cliildren to rever- 
ence and obey tlieir parents. It may se- 
. cure justice among tlie pupils in tlieir 
! dealings with each other during the 
I school hours, but it cannot enforce it in 
. tlie liome and on liie street, wliere the 
I eliild spends seven-eiclitlis ot the year. 
The scliooi is an adinirablo Held fur the 
exorcise of Iinmanity and of noigliliorly 
love, and witliin its limits of time and 
pei'son.s may do inticli to strcngtlieii 
tliem as perinaiieiit motives of conduct, 
but w'licii tlie most is done, wide Helds 
are necessarily left untouclied. 'Flie 
seboul work tends directly to sobriety 
and industry, liut the schools cannot 
keep the cliildi'eii from social excesses 
nor impo.su upon tiiem domestic tasks. 
Frugal h.ibits must be formed at home if 
anywhere, and tcmporaiice is a virtue of 
till* lioinu r.itlicr than of tlie school. 

'Fhe teachers ot tlie piililic seliools nc- 
knowleilge their oblig.ition ti tench and 
uxemplifv tlieso virtues, and tliey are 
not disposed to shirk anv responsibility: 
but they insist, as tlioy nave a riglit to 
do, that tiieir oppoiTiinities for training, 
in distinction fioin ti aching, are limited, 
and that it is not fair to shift to tlieir 
sliouldeis tlie responsibility wbicli the 
constiiuiion of liie tainily lias placed 
up«in parents. 'Flie day school m.iy sup- 
plement a good home; it cannot, in the 
nature of things, become a substitute for 
il. INipils in scliool may bo led to be- 
come punctual, iiidustiioiis and patii iit 
ill the perforiiiaiicu of scliool work; tiiey 
may be respectful and obedient to tlieir 
teaeliers. just.kimi and courteous to eacli 
otiiur. it tile inlliience of the iiome is 
such as to require tho practico of these 
virtues there is good hope tliat tlie oui- 
eoiiie of the eoinbiiied lorees will lie up- 
right living. 'Fills is nut a (luestion of 
more or less religious instruction in the 
seliools, whether tbrougli tlie Bible or 
not. li is a question ot training. Flie 
best of ns know lliat we liavo licen l>ettei 
taught tliaii trained, and our riglit liv- 
ing is neither eoiitinuoiis nor pertect. 
'File dissolute pag.iii poet sp.tku for us all 
when be s.iid :

NON-TAXABLE CITY BONDS. 


The petition introduced into tho board 
of aldermen by Mayor Kimball, to have 
city and town bonds declared exempt 
rom taxation, was brouRht before the 
legislature by Representative Slocum 
this week. There arc many arguments 
in favor of tho measure, and very little 
to bo said against it. The bonds of New 
York city, which are exempt from taxa- 
tion, only bear 3 per cent., while Boston 
bonds have to pay 4 per cent., although 
the latter are exactly as good as the 
foiTuer. Tho theory is of course that 
tho holders of such bonds pay taxes to 
the town and the stnte, but as a ‘matter 
of fact no record can ho found in the 
city treasurer’s office of any tax being 
paid on a bond of tho city of Newton. 
Holders of such bunds do not pablisli 
the fact to the world, and in most cases 
they escape the attention of the asses- 
sors. They are practically exempt from 
taxation now, and the cities and towns 
might as well take advantage of this 
fact. 

They could he floated at a lower rate 
of interest, and this w'ould make a great 
saving in tho interest account, which 
would make up for tho loss. sup]iusing 
that such bonds paid taxes, which is 
true of only a very small proportion of 
them. 

The national government set the ex- 
ample of issuing nun-taxahle bonds, and 
although they paid hut a very low rate 
of interest, there was no difficulty in 
selliug them. The government is now 
calling in these bonds, and people are 
looking for safe investments. Money is 
now to he had at a low rate, and many 
people prefer perfect security with low 
interest, to high interest on bonds whiuli 
can be taxed. 

Tho mea-sure has been endorsed hy the 
members of the .Mayor’s club, and by 
their respective city governineiits, and 
there seems to be no reason why the 
cities and towns in .Massachusetts should 
not take advantage of this measure and 
save a goi>d many dollars in interest 
jnoiiey.

In some cities the memhers of the city 
government are made personally liable 
for any excess of expenditures, and it is 
needless to say that in those cities the 
appropriations are never exceeded. A 
way is ahvays fonnd by w’hich unexpect- 
ed demands upon tho treasury can bo 
met by cconomi/.ing in some other direc- 
tion. 

Such men as Judge Lowell, ex-Gover- 
nor Claflin, and Col. Parker, can be de- 
pended upon to make tho changes that 
are urgently needed by the city, especial- 
ly as they have the assistance of Alder- 
man Childs and Councilman Gore. 


A coniiESPOXDK.VT, who signs himself 
workingman, thinks that the poor would 
be benefitted by adding coal to the free 
list, and so breaking up tho monopoly 
formed hy the Pennsylvania coal com- 
panies, who are now getting such ex- 
tortionate rates from the cunsumeis. It 
would certainly prove of benefit to Now 
England and all its industries, to have 
cheaper coal, but what is there to pre- 
\ent the Pennsylvania companies from 
aiiding the mines in the Provinces to 
their combination? They have money 
enough to do it and the cost of bringing 
coal from Europe wonld ptevent any re- 
lief from that quarter. .New England 
manufacturers say that if sometliing is 
not done for their relief, w’e will soon 
have no factories, as they will remove 
to the vicinity of the Southern coal 
fields, where fuel can he purchased at a 
reasonable rate, and that this is one reason 
why the factories which liave been 
started in the South have been so 
prosperous, and can p.ay better wages 
and undersell the New England factories. 
Our congressmen are strangely blind to 
tho future prosperity of New England, 
in refusing to do anything to eive ns 
cheaper coal.

Cultivntlng Hie Memory. 

An appreciative audience gathered in 
tho Universalist church parlors, on Tues- 
day afternoon, to hear Prof. Clarke’s lec- 
ttiro on tho cultivation of the memory. 
His iilnstrations were remarkable 
and impressive; a list of llfty words 
w.as written upon tho blackboard, and 
ono of his pupils, a hoy of twelve or 
thirteen, after a few momenta’ study of 
these words, was blindfolded, and as 
Prof. Clark pointed to tlio words, ho 
gave each ono correctly with its number, 
inakir.g only two mistakes, and these of 
a nature to prove the gonninoncss of tho 
feat. Having accomplished this, he pro- 
ceeded to give tho list backward with 
equal facility, and to ^.respond instant- 
ly withithe right word, as some one in 
the audience gayo him a number, and 
then, having given a word, to tell tho ono 
above it, at tho right and at tho loft of 
it. lie afterwards did tho same with a 
series of numbers of throe flgures each. 
Another interesting experiment was the 
lining of fifty numbered pigeon-holes 
with articles supplied by the audience. 
After a careful examination of these ob- 
jects, the hoy, having been led ont of the 
sight of them, described them accurate- 
ly according to number, first in the regu- 
lar order beginning with number one, 
afterward hy single numbers called by 
the audience. 

Prof. Clarke repeated Southey’s poem, 
“Lodoro,” from beginning to end, leav- 
ing out only ono line,a romarkahlo feat of 
memory, as any ono knows who has 
tried to learn tho niece. A little girl 
then came forward, and, tho audience 
having been supplied with copies with 
iiumliurcd linos, and - upon a number be- 
ing called, gave its corresponding line, 
or, being tried with a line, gave its num- 
ber, or having given a lino was equally 
ready to give tho third line above or the 
fifth below. An entertaining feature of 
the performances of tho afternoon was 
tlio very ofTective liumorons recitations 
of this little girl and her brother — Nolan 
children, who Prof. Clark informed us 
had been trained by their father.

It takes copies 
of tlie Gu.Ai'iiic, for instance, from Fri- 
day afternoon to Monday morning to 
reach their destination in Brighton, 
Watertown. Waltham, or any towns in 
the immediate vicinity, and papers sent! 
to subscribers in Boston, instead of | 
reachinu them on Saturday iiiurn^iig. are ' 
now until .Mumlay or Tuesday on the i 
way. This is nut the worst of it, eitlier, 
as ill suniu cases they never reach their 
destinuliun. Newton people who went 
to California lliree luuiilh.s ago, have nut 
yet received a single eopy, altnough one 
has been mailed every week. In fact tho 
mails are said to he utterly demoralized 
throughout Southern California, and the 
postal clerks and post masters are utterly 
uiiaolu to fulfill their duties. 'I'he 
same coinphiiiii comes troin other states, 
and evidently a thorough reform is need- 
ed in the post office departuieiit. 

The cause of the poor service in this 
vicinity is said to be in the Boston ollice. 
wUere a reduction of the force lias inter- 
fered with the efficiency of tlie service, 


Tiik railroad cominittee has been hear- 
ing about grade crossings this week, in 
regard to the order introduced by Repre- 
sentative Terry of Springfield. Saniitel 
Hoar represented the Boston & Albany 
corporation, and spoke of the present 
dangers, and the need of some general 
provision. He would give the railroad 
commissioners powers in some cases to 
inaugurate proceeding for separation of 
i grade. It is a general fact that most of 


the expense is put on tho mad. Ho said 
that tlie Albany road would pay nearly a 
million dollars for the abolition of tho 
nine grade crossings in Newton. 'Phis is 
a handsome sum, hut the road can af- 
ford it, and the legislature should take 
radical action.

A Narrow Esonpo. 

The Newton passengers on tho train 
due in Boston at 8:20 Tuesday morning, 
had a fortunate escape from what miglit 
have lioon a very serious accident. Tho 
train, drawn hy engine ‘Jl’J.roachod Hunt- 
ington aveiine, or tho Know-Nothing 
stop, as it is called, safely, alid scores of 
the iiassengers left tho train there ns 
usual. Tho signal was given to start.tho 
engineer lot on the stenin, when there 
was a snddon snap heard, and before tho 
engine had moved its length it was 
hronght to a stop again. Investigation 
showed that tne axle of tho forward 
driving wheel had broken short off close 
to tho wheel on tlio right hand side. The 
parallel roil served to steady tho wheel, 
and it was loft, leaning up against tho 
side of tho boiler, and no further dnmngu 
was done. Tho broken axle showed, on 
close examination, an old fracture ex- 
tending a goodly part of tho entire di- 
ameter, and it was located in such a 
place that tho closest inspection wonld 
fail to detect it beforehand. It was a 
most fortunate thing that it did not give 
way while the train was rn lining rajiid- 
ly,*for, hail it done so, it wonld have 
been almost impossible to have escaned a 
terrible accident. It is sup))oKod ilint the 
elYort of starting up may liavo given a 
sudden wrench to tho driving wheel, 
which happily proved sufficient to in- 
stantly break the axle. All tho follow- 
ing trains for nenriy an hour wore moro 
or less delayed by tho necessity of switch- 
ing on another track, in order to got 
around the disabled engine.

THE NEW TON CEMETERY. 

A.NM'AI, MKKTIXO OF TIIF COUronATinN 

AM) K.NCOFUAOIXO ItriMlIM's. 

'The nnniial meeting of the Newton 
Cemetery Corporation was held at City 
Hall. Wediie.sday evening. 'The reports 
made were very encouraging. .Nearly 
double more hits were sold, than 
during the year preceding, and the per- 
petnal care fund has reached the satis- 
factory Slim of ^■i7,tKX). 'The animal report 
of the trustees was read hy tlie president, 
Mr. E. B. Haskell, and is as follows: 

TIIUSTKKS’ IIKPOUr. 

It gives the 'Trustees of the Newton 
Cemetery real pleasure that they are able 
to report to the proprietors an increased 
interest in the cemetery, as made appar- 
ent in the sale of lots, and a material de- 
crease in the dotit of the corporation. 
'The aggregate sale of lots during the 
year 1887, amounted to over eleven 
thousand dollars, ($11,041),) and the Per- 
pctnal Care Fund was increased hy 
8;^^’) on new lots, and $1105 on ohf. 
This fund ainonntcd on the Ist of .laiui- 
ary, 1S88, to $.57.242.07, and of this all 
but $I)I)‘J.07 is invested in good bans se- 
cured by mortgages. Of this last sum 
$S.’)7 is not yet collected, and $1:15.07 re- 
mains as a cash halance. If the pro- 
vision of nerpetnal care were applied to 
all the old lots (no new ones being sold 
without it.) wo should have a fiiiul of 
nearly one luindred thousand dollars, the 
income of which wonlil go far towards 
paying the cost of the routine work in 
the cemetery. The net delit, above the 
available assets, has heeii diminished 
from $i:l,7'J(>.5:» to $7,051. .*t7. a very en- 
couraging result for one year, whii'h leads 
us to hope that by the time the last of 
the outstanding eoiipon notes shall 
mature the eorpor.ition will he out of 
debt. It must he rememhered, however, 
that the object of this eorponit ion is not 
money-making, and the trustees do not 
believe that the proprietois will he .satis- 
lied with anything short of gooil care 
and steady improvement of the groiimls, 
whatever the tinaiieial result within 
reasonable hounds. 'The erection of Hie 
chapel and eoii.-m-vatory, the eemetery's 
chief ornamenl, whieii excites tlie ad- 
miration of all visitors, has led to a great 
improvement of the grounds in the im- 
mediate neighborhood, now well ail- 
vaiieed t«iwards completion. 'The work 
proposed for the coming year, outside of 
the ordinary care of the lots, drivVs and 
paths, iiielmles the gnidingand ornamen- 
tation of the groinnls around tlie new 
p«ind north of the chapel. This will 
add a i-harming and cons|)ienoiis feature 
to the »-emefery for all who enter it. 
Another improvement of eipial value has 
already been eotiimeiieed. the coiistrne- 
tion of a new avenue on the west siile of 
tlie i»ond and stream, wliieli will onen 
about the most attractive land within 
oiir limits. A good heginiiing was made 
on this work in the last autumn, and its 
eomnletioii will make many valuable lots 
available.

Tiie liiubor dis- 
tricts of the city which needed the liigli 
service were but sparsely settled, and 
while it would not bo so difficult to sup- 
ply the few who now needed the hiRli 
service, the relief would be but tempora- 
ry, and the board would not receive more 
than o per cent return upon the outlay 
before a largo extension of the service 
would be needed in many other sections. 

The tire service in the elevated portions 
of the city was defective, and to remedy 
it would cause a large expense, as anoth- 
er reservoir and pumping plant would 
be needed. The present apparatus was 
only sufficient for the present service. 

The board was considering all these ques- 
tions, and by the' time the city was 
called upon to put in a high service, it 
would.have a well formulated plan to 
report. 

Alderman I’ettee stated that it had 
been asked why the water board didn't 
say when the appropriations were made 
up that ^1,0(X) extra would be needed for 
the repair of the pumps and the boiler. 

Hut last summer, the partio.s who put in ! 
the pumps stated that they were per- 
fecting a mechanical device, which would 
be of great utility, and asked the board 
to put otT their repairs until it was lin- 
ished. The board did not receive notice 
until Jan. 1st, tliat the invention 
had proved a failure. Tlie board also 
could nut foretell bow soon the brick 
boiler walls would crumble, and they 
were not uotilied till January by the In- 
surance company, that ilm walls must 
be re] 'laced.

To the warrant wiw appended tiie cer- 
tification of Mr. Lucas that be bad served 
tile warrant by leaving a copy at tiie 
liiMise of every non-voter, seven days be- 
fore tbu meeting. 

'I’lie articles wore then considered by 
tlie town, tbo first being: 

A I* iclo 1. To choose a moderator. Mi. 
K. F. Kimball was appointed teller, and 
]M‘rtormed bis duties to the satisfaction 
of llie meeting, althougb bo had to use 
a large soap-box to receive the Imllot. 

IIO.V. J. F. C. IIYIIK 

wiis unanimously elected moderator and 
took the chair amid applause. '‘Fellow- 
citizens of both sexes,” began the modera- 
tor, 1 am a good deal in tbu position of 
the man who went to the minister to be 
married for the fifth time, and paid him 
$1.50, remarking that that was what he 
bad been accustomed to pay. It lias not 
been my custom to make speeches at 
town meetings. After a sleep of fifteen 
years 1 awake to find myself in a town 
meeting of bot// sexes.

Every man should do what 
he can do best, the educational theorists 
tell us, and if Mr. Burnett can surpass 
all the other dancing men at the national 
capital, that is surely better than sitting 
idle and unnoticed in the hall of repre- 
sentatives. 

Seriiuisly, lu*wevor, is it not about time 
that this district wivs represented in f.'on- 
gress by a man able to take a prominent 
]>art in national legislation, one whose 
incnhil abilities will commaml respect, 
and who can win both influence and rep- 
utation? This district is one of the most 
important, as far as wealth and intelli- 
gence are concerned, in the (’omimm- 
wealth, and it should not be content to 
be represented save by a man of first 
class ability. Mr. Buniett will of course 
be renominated by the Deim*crats. so 
that the only hope rests upon the nomi- 
nee of the Republicans. 

Candidates are aheady being mentioned, 
and movements are being made by the 
friends of various gentlemen. Ex-Con- 
gressman Ely liiLs been spoken of, but 
it would hardly be wise to put up a de- 
feated candidate. (ieneral Draper is a 
favorite with some of the leading .slate- 
makers, but he wtuild fail ti» poll any of 
the independent vote, ami this would 
make the contest uiiciunfortably cU»se. 
As Newton will have t«» do a very im-

named. Hon. Levi C. Wade was the 
candidat • at the last congress- 
ional election, ami hail he been munina- 
ted. .Mr. Burnett would never have been 
elected.

ITIOMPSONVILLE SCHOOL HOUSE. 

.ludgiiig from the debate in the board 
of aldermen there is no immediate 
nece.ssity for the proposed new school 
house at Thoiiipsoiiville, and the city is 
in a fair way of s.'iving the eight or ten 
thousand dollars demanded for the 
scheme. .Several of the ahlermeii have 
visited the building that is used .at 
present for the school, and found that 
an average of twenty scholars attend. 
They have a large .and convenient room, 
fitted up w’ith blackboards ami desks,aiid 
the U'acher expressed her .satisfaction 
with the building. There is no play- 
ground attached, but in the part of the 
city w here the school is located that is no 
great objection, its there is very little 
travel in the street. The room is heated 
by a stove and is comfortable except on 
very cold days, which is a trouble that is 
not confined to that school building 
alone. The teacher also said that she 
preferred the present location to the one 
on which the new house was to be built, 
and she has held the position for some 
six years. 

For the present building the city pays 
a rentof #150 a year, and Alderman Ward, 
who is one of the chief land owners in 
the vicinity,s.ays that there is no prospect 
of any immediate increase in the number 
of school children. 

The majority of last year’s schoo 
board made an urgent demand for a new 
building and, concluding that it was a 
necessity last years public property com- 
mitttee went to work, had plans drawn, 
rjc- i /efl bids, and according to the 
report of Superintendent Emerson the 
contract was awarded to a builder. That 
must have been a mistake, as no contract 
was ever authorized by the city govern- 
ment, and the whole matter w.ts referred 


GRADE ('BOSSINGS. 

Mayor Kimball is undoubtedly right in 
his opinion that the city of Newton 
should m*t be re»iuired to bear any por- 
tion of the expense for the doing away 
of grade crossings in Newton. It is 
for the benefit of the Boston A' Albany 
railroad conipany,and that corporation is 
abundantly able to bear the expense. If 
they were to build a new road through 
Newtmi, they would not be allowed to 
cross the streets at grade, and would 
have to bear the whole expense. Now 
that the road is fully built, is paying 
larger dividends than any other road in 
the state, and is indebted to Newton for 
a goodly share of its surplus revenue, 
there is no reason why the city should 
be called upon to assist them, by paying 
a portion of the cost of doing aw'ay W’ith 
the.se death traps. 

The road created the danger com- 
plained of and not the city, and now that 
the road's business has grown to such an 
extent that e.ach grade crossing on the 
main line is a public nuisance, the com- 
pany proposes to p.ay about half of the 
expense of the separatitm of grades. In 
(’onnecticut the railroads succeeded in 
getting a law through the legislature, 
.saddling a portion of the expense of the 
separation of grades upon the towns, and 
the result is seen in the immense increase 
of the debt of those towns, merely to 
help out such corporations .as the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad 
company, one of the wealthiest compa- 
nies in New’ England. It is to be hoped 
that our legislators in considering this 
matter, will have some regard for the in- 
terests of the towns and cities, and not 
show such a costly generosity to the 
railroad companies. 


It will not be for lack of good advice 
if the commission on the revision of the 
ch.artor go wrong. One important point 
made by members of the city govern- 
ment, is that as the estimates are now 
made up in September of the year pre- 
ceding, it is almost impossible to have 
them correct. If the estimates were 
made up by the outgoing board, .and not 
adopteil until February, there would 
then be less reason for exceeding the 
appropriations. Whether the change 
to this year’s finance^ committee, who ] would bo in the interest of economy is 
have made a thorough investigation, and ; another question, 
have concluded that no new uuilding is 
needed. ^

]>eatli of Major Banker. 

Wednesday’s papers contained the sad 
news that Major Davis Thayer Bunker, 
a citizen of Aiiburndalc, had died at 
Demerara of yellow fever. The family 
have received no information except that 
contained in the* press despatch. No 
information had been received that he 
was unwell, his last letter saying that he 
was well, but it was unusually brief. 

Major Bunker was a gallant soldier, a 
fond husband and father, and a respect- 
e 1 member of the community in which 
ho lived for thirteen years. He was » 
native of the Kne Tree State, having 
boon born in Charlestown, Me., in Dec- 
ember, 18iJ7. His family soon removed 
to Braintree. Mass., but his early life 
was spent with Dr. l>avid Thayer, a 
prominent physician of Boston and an 
uncle of the deceased. Ho received his 
education at Phillips .Academy and the 
Harvard Medical school, of which insti- 
tution he was a graduate. At the ont- 
brjak of the civil war, Mr. Bunker occu- 
pied a position in the Boston Custom 
House; he resigned his oflice ami en- 
listed as a private in a company from 
Braintree, at which place h’e was living 
at the time. His war record was a bril- 
liant and honorable one, serving until the 
close of the war.and taking part in twen- 
ty-seven engagements. Among other 
coni|)aiuns he served in that of (ien. 
Banks in LcuiLsiana. For three years 
and a half he was in the Brd .Massa<-hu- 
setts cavalry, of which regimenr he w’as : 
coiiiiiiissituied as major. At the close ot 
the war. Major Bunker returned to the i 
(Uistotii House, retaining his position ! 
until he became connected with the 
Stuith Boston Savings Bank. In Februa- j 
rv, 1SB7, he man ied .Miss Harriet Loring i 
White of Boston, who survives him. He 
made .several business excursions to Cal- j 
ifornia, Fhuida, and other sections of ' 
of tlu! country. Ho moved to .Auburn- . 
dale in lS74r and occupied the liiuise on 
(irove street in which his family now re 
sides. He Wiis a prominent Democrat, 
and t<»(*k an active part in polities. He 
represented Ward 4 in the common conn- | 
cil in’81 jind’’82,and in the board of Aider- 
men the following year. In the tall of 
188B, the deceased was a)>pointed United 
States consul at Demarara, which posi- 
tion he held at the time of his death. 
He leaves a wiilow’ and five children, 
with whom is the sympathy of the eom- 
muirty in their hour of sorrow.

The Washington correspondents in- 
form UR that our representative, Hon. 
Edward Burnett, enjoys the distinction 
of being the most active dancing man in 
Congress.

Ca nliilates are already Indiig mentioned, 
and movements are being made hy the 
fricinls of various gentlemen. Ex-Con- 
giessnian Ely has been spoken of, hut 
it would hardly he wise to put up a ile- 
feated candidate. (ieneral Draper is :i 
favorite with s«»ine of the leading slate- 
makers, hut he would fail to poll any of 
the independent vote, and this would 
make the contest uncoiiifortahly clo.se.

LIFE IN DAKOTA. 


DKStMIll'TION OK TlIK IlI.IZZAlin IIY A 
KOlCMKIt NKWTON I.ADV. 

.Newton hnly wlio is at pre.sctit liv- 
ing in Dakota sends an ncconnt of the 
recent blizzard tbero to a friend, from 
which the following extract is tiikeii: 

.Ian nary 1(1. 

“1 have been in Dakota sonio time and 
Hoeii roiigb weather. We thought last 
winter bitter, but I never dreamed of 
such terrible weatlier as possible any- 
wliere. In front and at the Hoiitli side 
of our lioitso are drifts 100 feet long, 20 
more wide, and at least 10 feet deep— so 
sjlid and so firmly crusted that they will 
boar up a puiig and horses. In one vil- 
lage they tied a rope from the town pump 
to the school house, and then men went 
and brought the children home. We 
have to dig down into the to]) of our bay 
stack for hay. One day it was simply 
impossible to carry water from the bouse 
to the barn. It was so cold that boiling 
water froze as you poured it out, before 
it touclied tlie oarlli, and tlio weatlier 
was just terrific. A neighbor came tliis 
morning to borrow flour. He was com- 
pletely snowed in. No liglii came in at 
the wiiidows. When he started to dig 
his way out, the snow at the top of tlie 
door, wliere it was thinnest, was three 
feet tlirough. Tlie worst and most dan- 
geroiis feature of the snow was tlie sud- 
doiiiiess with which it began. We had 
been having a heavy blow from tliesoutli- 
east from Wednesday aftcriiooii iiiitil 2 
p. 111 . Tliursday, wlieii suddenly the wind 
(lied away and tlie sun came out brigliily 
I for tieariy half an liuiir. 'I’lie faimers 
I went out to water their cattle, wlien snd- 
! deiily, without wainiiig, tlie blizzard 
veered to the nortli-west, and in live miii- 
{ utes a man was taking liis life in liis 
I liiind to go tliree rods. '\"esterday was 
I briglit and sunny, but tlie suit slioiie 
I upon a desolation of drifts, frozen cattle, 
and trackltjss snow. May the dear Lord 
I pity all who are out of fuel — tliese 
I blast.^ are using our coal nearly twice as ^ 
I fast a.s last winter. A. B K. 


STRAWBERRY CrLTIJRE.

'I’lie regulsr weekly meeting of the 
fanners was held at the Bloitgliam build- 
ing, Boston, Saturday. Hon. Daniel 
Needbatn i»rcsid(;(i. and in opening 
Hie meeting said that lie n^gretted that 
the young men did not attend flio meet- 
ings in grcat(M' nuinlicrs. If the young 
men will attend Hiese meetings tlu^y will 
see that .New Kiigland iirosentH a liriglit- 
er field for prosperity tlian any part of 
the West. .Mr. .Needham aiiin iiiKjed tliat 
.Mr. .Slndc, who was to ojten tlie discus- 
sion on strawiiorry cnltnre, liad liceti 
strikeii with paralysis, and would lie un- 
able to be pr(!sent. 

Mr. K. W. Wood was intiodiiced as the 
priiiei|ial speaker. He said that no 
small fruit could *)e raised more jirofit- 
ably than tlie strawberry. Witliin tlie 
past few years i|ualitv had lieeti sacrificed 
for size. The “Lc Constaiite” was con- 
sidered tlie standard of (piality a few 
years ago, but to-day they can hardly lie 
found in the market. \ man generally 
buys strawberries liy the size. Very few 
people know anything of the vaiieties of 
berries. The Wilson. :is .seen in the 
market, is a very sour one, but it is the 
one most generally found in the market. 
I'wo new berries were introduced into 
the market last season, called the Bel- 
mont and .lewcll, and met with great 
success, altliougli of Init medium quality. 
They were, however, very large in size. 
The best ground for strawberries is the 
ground which has been found to be the 
best lor growing grass. 'I’lie vines 
should be set out as early in the spring 
as tlie ground can bo well worked. Vines 
should be set in rows, four feet apart, 
and IS inches apart in tlie rows. 

This will give a matted bed, which 
yields tlie largest crop. The giouiid 
sliould be hoed once in two montlis until 
Sept. I, During the winter the vines 
should be covered, and should not lie un- 
covered liefore April *2(1. 'I'liere should 
be no iioeiitg of the soil. and there should 
be no lalior d«»ne on the vines until the 
crop is picked. Tliose wlio grow foi 
their own families, two sqiiiirc rods of 
ground slionbj give a sntticieiit supply of 
berries. The area of ground devoti d to 
slrawherry cultnie will give more fruit 
for the table tlian any other purpose to 
which it iniglit be devoted. 'I'lie second 
year a two-thirds croii may l»e ol>taiiied. 
I'iie dark colored lien ies sell liest in the 
Boston market. 

Mr. .Samson of (’oneord said that he 
tliougbt tliat the liardest question to de- 
cide was what variety to raise. He 
found the “('rescent” a very profitable 
variety to raise, both in (|iiniitity and 
ipiality. Keniarks were also made by 
several otlier geiitleinen. and mncli in- 
terest was manifested liy the large mini 
liei present.

'I'he “.tenderfoot” may get it wrong hut 
he is speedily .set right by the resident 
who, ([uite likely, knows no more of the 
.S[<aiiisli language than himself. In 
short, the .Spanish pronunciation of 
.Spanish names is universally adopted.

Councilman Halo saiil he appreciated 
the maRnilicont Rift and the Ronerosity 
of the donor.

Councilman ll.amhlen said that the 
Council ou«ht to take some action in re- 
Rurd to havitiR the sidewalks kept in a 
safe and passable condition. In his sec- 
tion most of the walks were just as the 
snow-plouRh left them: the snow piled 
iiphiRlion either side, and between a 
mass of frozen ice. which in C'cry thaw 
was covered several inches with ivater. 
'The walks weie daiiRerous and the city ' 
was every year called upon to pay for j 
damaRcs* received. 'There was an onli- 
nanee proviiiiiiR for the clearinR of the 
walks from ice and snow, and it should 
either he enforced or repealed. 'There 
was no use of course in eleaniiiR the 
walks in sections where there was little 
travel, hut within a certain radius of the 
depots the w’alks should he kept decent- 
ly safe. He was informed that fr 'in tho 
ifepot in New tonvillo to the IHrIi school, 
the walks were cleaned hy the .Superin- 
tendont of streets and the expense 
chai Rod to tho city. He did not sec any 
reason why thu city shouhl pay for this, 
when it was the duty of tho ahuttors to 
clean the walks. 'The matter should he 
considered by tho hiRhway committee to 
sec if there is any way of enforcing the 
ordinance. 

President Burr said that there was no 
motion before the council. 

Councilman Kennedy endorsed what 
had been said by Councilman Hamblen, 
and said that tho matter involved the city 
in many lawsuits, and he read the ordi- 
nance. There was not a city in the Com- 
monwealth that expended so much 
money for sidewalks ns Neivton, and yet 
after the snow* and ice disappeared, the 
neglect produced cracks in the concrete 
and uneven walks. Tho ordinance 
should limit tho distance for clearing 
walks to one-half a mile or so from the 
stations. Tho other day the city had to 
pay and last week a lady fell and 

broke her leg, for which the city would 
probably have to pay. 

Councilman Wiswall said that a strict 
enforcement of the ordinance would en- 
tail great hardship upon the property 
owners. What would men do ivho had 
a half mile or more of walks to keep 
clean. Ho, for one. would have to move 
out of Newton, if the ordinance was en- 
forced. If it was modified, and a rea- 
sonable limit from the railroad stations 
was made, it would he dilTerent. 

( ouncilman Hale said it might he all 
right ro have the walk.s cleaned in wards 
1 and 7. hut in ward o it was hardly prac- 
ticable. 

President Burr again suggested that 
there was no motion before the council. 

Councilman Kennedy said that tho 
ordinance in ouestion was drawn up hy 
one of tho leailing lawyers in Boston, li. 
M. Morse, ami he thought it could he en- 
forced. 

President Burr said that if a resolution 
or motion was introduced it would bring 
the matter properly before tho council. 

Councilman Wiswall said that the 
walks in front of the Davis school had 
not been cleaned this winter, so that pri- 
vate citizens were not altogether without 
excuse.

The Cliiiia of To-Day. 


The lecture before the Women’s F.du- 
cational Club in West Newton, hy Mr. 
Edward Drew, upon ‘ China, To-day,” 
wa.s an exceedingly interesting one, and 
replete with rare information. Mr. Drew 
having spent between twenty and thirty 
years there in an ollicial capacity. He 
prefaced his remarks hy disabusing the 
minds of any in the audience who might 
entertain the vague idea that China and 
.lapan were one and the same. A voy- 
age from .San Francisco to Yokohama, 
the nearest port in .Japan, occupies from 
sixteen to eighteen day.s, and from there 
to China, thirty-six hours. 'The first for- 
eigners arrived in IS-'O and in 1S4(I, 
four or five ports were opened. It is es- 
timated there are :JS().(MHi.(MK) inhahitanls, 
and'an area of .’i.(MM),().ii) s«iuare miles, and 
its influence has dominated all the e:ist. 
China proper consists of only eighteen 
provinces, hut has enormous outlying de- 
pendencies, inhiihited hy .Mongolians, or 
. sheperds. .Japan is far in advance of 
China in civilization, having telephone 
! and telegraph .systems, and an admirably 
I arrangetl postal service: the streets are 
also lighted with gas, and it is rushing 
‘ with the speed of a locomotive in every 
direction, and in ten years may he called 
I nominally a ( 'hristian nation. China is 
1 exceedingly conservative and heartily 
1 dislikes the foreigner, courting in no way 
< like the .Japanese any innovation they 
may bring. 'The great wall that hounds 
' it on thu north is a wonderful piece of 
, architecture and one of the greatest oh- 
i jects of interest to the tourist. Its length 
may he measured hy the distance be- 
tween I'hiladelphia ami 'Topeka. Kausa.->. 
and was built g.'iti B. 'The jour- 
ney from Fekiii to the wall occupies three 
' days, which you take in one of their 
wretched carts. 'There are hut few for- 
eigners in the country outside of the 
larger cities. Most of tho foreign embas- 
sies have their homes in I’ekin. .Shang- 
; nai, a most l.eaiitiful city, has :UM)o for- 
eigners, and there are only iKIDii in all the 
country. In the interior is thu province 
of Honan, through which runs the Ki- 
angsi river, which is the Mississippi of 
China, and upon thitf are situated three 
or four large towns, and it runs through 
a very beautiful tract of country. 'Tea 
and rice are cultivated here, and small 
steamers jily up and down the river with 
these exports- 'There are a few com- 
mercial foreigners here, also a numherof 
missionaries. It is estiiiiated that there 
are 7*mi ('utholic niisssioiiaries in thu 
whole territory and :Jimi I'rotestaut : 
l.iNMi, 1)1)0 Catholic converts to -jo.ooo 
Brotestants. 'The province of llonanlasl 
fall wa.^ the scene of a great inundation 
by tho Yellow Hivor bursting its hounds 
and siihiiierging thu whtde country. 
'Thousands ot thu villagers took lliglit t4» 
thu mountains and were supplied the 
necessaries of life irom thu outlying dis- 
tricts. 

Buddhism forty or fifty years ago was 
more llotiiishing than at present, Thu 
priests are a poor, dirty race and looked 
upon with contempt hy tho people. 
Their temples are forsaken and a reliu of 
bygone splendor, though a few are still 
very charming. In thu spring and tall 
months when thu country is very beauti- 
ful aud the hills literally covered with 
azaleas, the families of the ministers 


often leave their resideneeR and make a 
Rojourn in one of tho vacant oiicr Rome ' 
eight or ton miles from rekin, which are 
very comfortable in warm w eather. 'They 
aro obliged to carry evorything. and iiiav 
olten ho rcoii followed hy a retinuo of 
from twenty to eighty coolies hearing 
their household goods, perhaps each one 
c.irrying no more tiian a sitiglo pan or 
cooking utensil . 'The cost of labor may 
he judged hy a servant being paid only 
$(t.iH) per nionih l.*r the service of swing- 
ing a largo tan suspeiideii from tho i cll- 
ing “day and night.’’ 

Missionaries have done a very iiscfnl 
work towards civili/.ing|aswell asthe more 
direct work ot ('hristianizing them, still 
they can he said to have advanced no far- 
ther than ourselves nofore the landing of 
the Bilgrims on our siiores. It i.s only 
within ten years that tho oniperor could 
send a telegram t«* London. 'The only 
methods ot travel aro hy canals hy 
which thu noithern jiarts of the 
country is traversed. In the south 
by landeaus tir sedan chairs borne on the 
shonhiers of two coidics. sometimes on 
those of women. 'This novel mode of 
travelling seemed such an imposition of 
crucltv upoti his fellow hoiiigs, that it , 
diew strongly upon his sympathetic na- 
ture, hut custom soon reconciled him to 
it. 'Tliev I'tttain wonderful agility and 
will make some tweiity-livo miles per 
day. In some harts of the country one 
cati find carts, which are heavy, lumber- 
ing two w heeletl vehicles and exceeding- 
ly tircRomc. 

The treatment of foreigners by the na- 
tives is very courteous, tar more r,o than 
ours of them. 'The fiiielity of the ser- 
vants is remarkable, also their honesty 
and as for safety among them his wife 
and family often took little jaunts about 
the country fearlessly, and he felt much 
more secure in his dwelling at night than 
in his residence here in West Newton. 
'They carry about with them no money, 
and there is no coin excepting small 
sipiare pieces of copper metal with a 
hole in the center, so that they can he 
strung on a string. 'There aro no govern- 
ment hanlis, only a few- ]>rivate ones, and 
dealings one with another are carried on 
hy lumps of native silver. 'The poor aro 
very ignorant, hut among tho hettert 
classes there aro a few very learned in 
the lore of their country. 'iSvo or three 
newspapers aro published and the best 
known novel among them was published 
thirty or forty years ego .and read by all. 
But (,’hina is awakening from her degre- 
! datioii and in a few years will make 
strides fast enough for the nations ♦hat 
oppress her. In conclusion Mr. Drew- 
read a portion of an essay hy Hev. Mr. 
Giles wini has spent many years among 
them. At the close Mr.s. Drew-, w-ho had 
a number of pairs of shoes worn hy the 
(’liineso women, exhibited them, to tlie 

f jreat amusement and curiosity of the 
adics.

MR8. rr.AKI.IN 

of Quincy was introduced a8 the lecturer, 
and spoke as follows; 1 have boon re- 
quested to give hero, to-niKht, a history 
of the women sulTraKo cause. I am 
pleased to do so, and also pleased that 
the cause has a history, for that means 
that it is more or loss an acoomplishud 
fact. There are only a few books upon 
the subject, but it is oncouraKinf^ when 
people want to know of its history. No 
doubt there have been hot-headed people 
connected with it, and many mistakes 
made, but few causes can show such a 
good history. 

In the past in all countries and by all 
religions, woman has been assigned to an 
inferior position. Hut like Plato, there 
were some great men of antiquity who 
wore on the sitle of women. With ad- 
vance of civilization the regard for wo- 
men grew. The reformation helped 
them, especially in France. Later in the 
same country the revolutiunury ideas of 
liberty were applied to women as well as 
men; from France those ideau spread to 
England and America. 

In 1702 Mary Wollstonecraft put forth 
in France a work on the subject, which 
had a powerful effect on the thought of 
the times. A little later Sydney Smith 
in an Edinboro Review article, claimed 
equality in mind and education for wo- 
men. Jeremy Uontham expressed his be- 
lief in the cause, but James Mill took 
the opposite side, laying down the rule 
that those who were represented by 
others did not need personal representa- 
tion. 

lu the meantime there had been a great 
movement for equality throughout the 
world. The grounds upon which the 
equality in business and professional 
life were contested are to-day the grounds 
of contest on political rights. In this 
contest women novelists, such as Char- 
lotte Bronte, did a noble work, loading 
the demand that a man to bo obeyed 
must be every inch a man— in reality a 
very revolutionary principle. 

In 1850 the lirst women's rights conven- 
tion was hold. John tituart Mill wrote 
an article in a leading review on the eiir 
franchisement of women. It attracted a 
great deal of attention. Mill hini.self be- 
self became prominent, showing a strong 
leaning toward woman sulTragu. In 1807 
he entered Parliament and advocated 
women sulYrage. In 1801) he published 
his celebrated book on the subject of 
women. In 1808 the municipal sulTrage 
was extended to unmarried women and 
widows possessing a small property 
qualitication. In lvS81 the act was e.\- 
tended to Scotland, and since to four 
colonies. In the Isle of Mann the women 
have the full franchise and vote in large 
numbers. 

In 18<Kl the first women sutTrago so- 
ciety was formed and contained such 
men as Charles Kingsley, John Morley 
and Lord Houghton. A few years later 
a women sulYrage journal was estab- 
lished. 

In America there is a good deal of 
spread-eagleism, but we have nut accom- 
plished so much. 

The harsh provisions of the code Na- 
poleon has kept back the cause in France, 
and little has been done. But in the 
revolutions women have come to the 
front, and occasionally at other times, as 
George Sand. 

In America Mrs. Abigail Adams w’as 
of the lirst to advocate women’s rights, 
and yet she was a model wife. Frances 
Wright and Ernestine Rose, a Pole, were 
also prominent. The Grimpy sisters 
came north to advocate freedom, and be- 
gan the speaking of women in public. 
Mrs. Foster was hooted and insulted in 
the streets of Boston for advocating the 
•cause. 

'file women were allowed to work for 
temperance and fieodom, but were not 
billowed to take ))ait in the conventions, 
even in the world's convention at London 
in 1840. The lirst sulYrage conveniien in 
America was held at .Seneca Falls in 1848, 
the next at Worcester in 18bU. The right 
to property enjoyed by women is the 
result of hard, persistent work fur the 
sulYrage. Women can vote for sulirage 
now in 14 status and several territories. 
In Washington and Wyoming territories 
they have full rights, and the testimony 
is that they vote and vote well. 

Mr. Dupue again favored the audience 
which demanded an encore. 

MR. ni..VC'KWKl.l. 

of Boston was introduced as the leader 
of tne allirmative. Said Mr. Blackwell: 
I would not come here year after year ex- 
cept on invitation to speak on such an im- 
portant subject. 

In the first place the justice of sulYrage. 
If the principle of our govermeut is just, 
then it is unjust to deny to women the 
ballot. It is founded on the suit-evident 
truth that all men are created e(|ual, and 
have equal rights to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. “.Men” is used in 
the generic sense, the privileges referred 
to refer to women as much as men. 
Again the govermeut rests upon the con- 
sent of the govorned and women are 
governed without their consent. Thu 
government is therefore despotic. No 
man who denies to woman the ballot has 
a right to his own. in 18.'U{ Abraham 
Lincoln thought this out, and put him 
self on recoKl in the Illinois legislature. 

Our fore-fathers did ap|)ly their prin- 
ciple. Two days before tlie constitution 
was adopted New Jersey gave to wtunen 
the ballot, and it was enjoyed for thirty- 
one years until politics hud been de- 
gradecl by immigration, and the early 
revolutionary spirit hatl died away. 

Thu bill of rights is a women's suf- 
frage document. A woman is allowed to 
vote in corporation meetings, but if the 
saine money is put into a Innise she can 
not vote in city electious. 

Aside from the right, is it expedient? 
The only way t«i reform politics is to re- 
form the constituency. We are lat from 
having a pure governmunt. Boston is 
governed by the liquor dealers anil the 
worst ulumunls (applause.) This is be- 
cause it is organized on u wrong basis— 
the best elements are excluded. 

The great work of tiiu piuit was to ex- 


terpato slavery ; that of to-day, to extir- 
|)Ato vice. The only wayto do it is to 
organize against It. I expect to see a 
great party after the next presidential 
election sweep the country for temper- 
ance. The anti-saloon Homocrats of 
Georgia, and the anti-saloon Republicans 
of the north will unite. 

Government by man is a close govern- 
ment. Wo need both the feminine and 
masculine qualities in the government. 
Women are more inlluencod by moral 
considerations, and by sympathy and are 
loss boligoront. They are more temper- 
ate than men; women sulYrage means 
temperance legislatidli. 

Women to-day are under-paid, they 
have to work at half pay and always 
will until they get the ballot. They are 
obedient to law, and their influence in 
politics would be in this direction. 

RKV. MR. OIl.MA.N 

expressed the fear that ho would expose 
himself to much misunderstanding and 
criticism. He knew many splendid 
people who were women suffragists, and 
they were of the class whose good opin- 
ion ho wished to have. 

There was a common ground upon 
which all could stand; that w’omon 
shouldyhave every right that men have 
which It was ex^iudient for them to have. 
There was nothing to-day to hinder her 
entering any profession or business, and 
she had the assi.4tancc and sympathy of 
the most intelligent men. 

Why, then, ns a believer in women's 
rights should I believe that the suffrage 
would bo against woman’s good? The 
suffrage is nut a natural right, and if 
men can do as well for all, they had bet- 
ter do it — it would save time and trouble. 

I would like to ask the women of West 
Newton who are the most anxious for 
the ballot what they would do with it if 
tliey got it? I asked Mrs. Lucy Stone 
this question, and she said they would 
always vote fur the best men. What 
party to-day does not nominate the best 
men? The answer told me nothing.*. 

We will bo told that women sulYrage 
would mean prohibition. They go too 
far. If the fashionable women of to-day 
were set against the drinking custom, it 
would disappear. Right here in West 
Newton there is a woman who has been 
in the police court for selling liquor. She 
would oe a great gain fur prohibition. It 
is not always the men who are drunk. 
All women are not for prohibition. Take 
Beacon street and North street for ex- 
amples. 

The great questions to-day are labor, 
tariff and civil service reforms. How 
much help may be expected from women 
on these questions? There is nothing in 
the Woman’s Journal but woman, woman, 
woman. They don’t like to study these 
questions. I believe the solution would 
be set back years by the introduction of 
millions of untrained voters. Women 
are creatures of affection and sympathy 
more than men, and would bo influenced 
by personal feelings rather than by judg- 
ment. I like them the bettor for it, but 
introduce it into politics and the old 
Harry will have to pay. 

MR. K. I>. ROM) 

said he did not propose to discuss the 
ju.stico of the case until a majority, at 
least, wished it. It would bo unjust to 
compel DO per cent, to take up the bur- 
den because 10 per cent, wanted it. There 
is no question of the equality of men and 
women. .Some times mistakes .are made 
because the importance of the family is 
not realized. The family should be rep- 
resented. Woman has charge of the 
home and idiildren, and who will say she 
has not the most inlluential and import- 
ant position? Man makes the laws, but 
they are of no avail unless supported by 
public senlimcnt. The women touch the 
springs of action. It is not at all certain 
that women would improve the politics 
of the great cities. 

illl. OEOJIOK A. W AI.TOX 
said that women had effected a great 
ehango for the better in matter of liquors 
in the house within a few years. Very 
few women are engaged in selling liquor. 
Women w’ould quickly learn their duties. 
Personalitv was not unknown to-day in 
politics; a tremendous example ot it 
had been given of late in Newton. Wo- 
men are as ready to do their duty as are 
men. 

MR. .IAME8 .MORTON 

said that not only strong-minded women 
and sentimental men favored the cause, 
but some of the best men in the country. 
It was not as immodest for a woman to 
go to the polls as it was for her to 
dance the fashionable dances of to-day. 
Why should not the best w’unian vote 
if the lowest man is allowed to? 

MR. COl.llY 

said that there were thousands of women 
who were interested in the temperance 
cause who would vote and save their 
husbands and sons. The law as laid 
down by .Saint Paul was laid down in an 
Eastern country, and does not have the 
same force in ours to-day. 

.MR. TRO.MAS DREW 

denied that the founders of the govern- 
ment believed in women’s sulYrage. The 
agitation had been started by those who 
wanted notoriety. It was against nature 
that there should be two heads to a 
family. 

Mr. (rilman and Mr. Blackwell closed 
the case for their respective siiies. The 
attendance was larire and tlie debate 
very interesting. “I’rolil-sharing” will 
be the subject for next Monday evening. 


The Tuuiiel at Libhj Prison. 

The March Century will contain the 
story of “Colonel Rose’s Tunnel at Lib- 
by Prison,” told by one of the one hun- 
dred and nine Union ollicers who escaped 
on the night of February D, l.sd4. The 
successful coiistruction of this tunnel, 
dug from a dark corner of the cellar of 
the prison, through lifty foot of solid 
earth, — the only tools being two broken 
chisels and a wooden snittoon in which 
to carry out the d.rt,— was one of the 
most remarkable incidents of the war. 
Colonel Rose, to whose indomitable will 
and porseveranee the success of the 
scheme was due, is now’ a captain in tlie 
Kith United States Infantrv, and of the 
fourteen men who assisted him in dig- 
ging the tunnel, eluveii are still living, 
'i'lie narrative in the Match Century, 
which is illustrated, forms one of the uii- 
technical papers supplementing the War 
Series, and it is said to be one of the most 
romantic records Thu Century has ever 
printed.

Thi Newfon Almshonso. 

In the annual report of the 8tato hoard 
of fiunacy and Charity, now being print- 
ed, appears the following, in regard to 
the Newton Aimshonse, from Dr. H. C. 
Prentiss: 

The almshouse of this city is on Bea- 
con street, in West Newton, not far from 
the Waban station on the circuit rail- 
road; a wooden building w ith a two-story 
wing, which is wholly given up to the 
inniaies, and who also occupy the rear 
half of the main house. The women are 
in the main house and in some rooms of 
the wing; but the sexes are well separa- 
ted, and the whole establishment is in 
fair cor.'lition. When visited, Dec. ID, 
I887,thore wore thirteen men, twelve wo- 
men (including one girl of fifteen, who is 
the mother of a child) and two cliildren, 
both infants, and both illegitimate. It 
has never been the custon of Newton to 
keep many children in its almshouse, 
and, therefore, none have been removed 
since the new law took effect. One of 
the women is insane, and has been a hos- 
pital patient; another woman is feeble- 
minded, M. T, and is usually secluded, 
because she makes trouble if left at 
large. She is under fifty years old, and 
the insane woman, A. B., who does some 
work and is seldom restrained, is about 
the same age. One of the men, T. C., is 
feeble-minded, but works well, and is 
not restrained. The inmates, generally, 
except the mothers of the two infants 
above named, are old or infirm, but do 
most of the work in the liouse and on 
the farm of forty acres, which is advanc- 
ing in value so much that the city may 
sell it, and build a larger almshouse else- 
where. The present one is well managed 
by Nathaniel Moody, the superiitcndent 
(salary $700)who has been here ten years, 
and employs but little hired labor.

Mr. Ely has had 
his chance, and during his term in con- 
gress he did not develop such qualities 
as to prevent tlie party fnun looking 
further. He was nominated in opposi- 
tion to the wisiies of a large number of 
his constituents, and his defeat was due 
to that fact, and to his iiiaiiility to draw 
votes from any hut the strict party men. 
rhe situation would not he changed, if 
he is mil up again, aiul hi> nomination 
would iniure rather than help the rest of 
the tieket. 

N'ewton i.s the only city in the district, 
and without its large Republican ina- 
ority no candidate could be elected. 
'I'liis gives it an especial claim upon the 
nominati.m. ami it may be also stated 
that no politieiun or group of politicians 
carry the vote of .Newton in their pockets.

Tiif. Morse Field Annexationists had 
tho encouragement of a minority report 
this year, the committee standing 0 to 3 , 
instead of 7 to li as tho daily papers 
stated. A good deal of lobbying is said 
to havo been done against annexation, 
and tho Watertown representative wa.s 
very active in opposition, while the New- 
ton representatives did not feel justified 
In taking any active step^ in favor. The 
district iiatunally belongs to Newton, and 
will some day bo annexed. Tho peti- 
tioners havo accompli.shed something, 
however, as Watertown would never 
havo pas.sed an appropriation for the 
proposed drain, or made other improve- 
ments, had it not been for the talk of an- 
nexation. The only way for tho peti- 
tioners to get a chance to secede peacably, 
is to compel the town to spend as much 
or more upon the district then they get 
from it in taxes, when all opposition to 
annexation will die out, and the plaint- 
ive plea against the dismemberment of a 
grand historical old town will no longer 
be used with such force upon tlie sus- 
cuptiblo legislator.s. Mr. tioodrich has 
added iinotlier to the many victories he 
has already won as counsel for Water- 
town, and the town is certainly wise in 
getting a Newton lawyer to take charge 
of tlie case.

between a leaf hud and a flower bud. A 
flower is in reality hut a moditieation of 
a leaf, however ditTerent they may ap- 
pear. The lecturer exhibited specimens 
of a trailing vino from the tropics, of one 
from .Japan and of our common grape 
vino. In appcaranco,lin leaf and in hab- 
its, the plants differ very miieli, so much 
that doubts might well exist of their 
being allied. An examination of their 
tlowers proved, however, that they had a 
common origin. Climatic conditions, to 
which they h.ad adapted themselves, were 
responsible for the dissimilar appearance. 
From this fact the theory of evolution, as 
applied to tlowors, was drawn. 

A very good idea of the flora of a 
country may be obtained hy the study of 
tho flowers. Dried tlowers jilacod in wa- 
ter will open and admit of analysis. It 
was in this way that the late Prof. Gray 
became so well versed in the tlora of 
.Iai>an and (»ther countries which he 
never visited. 

Tlie wonderful results of cross fertili- 
zation were spoken of and examples 
given. By the crossing of a fine large 
flower ilevoid of ricli eidor, with a small 
one of splendid cedor, a flower partaking 
of the good qualities of eaeh was oli- 
tained, and the resulting specimen was 
stronger tlian the originals, and of tine 
size and color. To this process wo are 
indebted to the new varieties of tlowers 
which are being constantly liroiiglit lie- 
fore tlie public. 

The lecture clo.sed with a description 
of the structure of a flower and tho meth- 
mls of distributing tho ixdleii hy means 
of insects. 

FORMATION OK FRIIT. 

'Pile lecture on Tuesday evening was on 
•‘The Formation of Friiit.’’ A ile.scrip- 
tioii of the structure of the .seed and tlie 
provision for its fertilization was given. 
In tlie opening of the .seed and fruit, the 
main oliject is to carry the seed farther 
away from tlu* pareiit’plaut, so as to cii- 
.sure its dispihutioii. IMants produced 
from seed dilVer from the parent plant 
in many instances, seedlings lieing a 
means of variation. Tlie liiittereiip pro- 
duces from one plant in one year, as 
many as seeds; one dandelion plant 
produces lO.lHKi.au'd the .laiiu'stowii weed 
:J:{.(MMI seeds. The knowledge of this is 
not gained liy eoiiut, luit eoiintiiig a < er- 
taiii amount, say ten grains, and tlieii 
weighing tlie whole. The niulleiii jiro- 
diieesfrom irjn.oon to 2(M),i)(K) seeds, and 
it is estimated that if all the seeds grew, 
till- earth would he « over»‘d from the 
seeds of one iilaiit, in lifteeii years. Tlie

Semyon Ivanoff served as a watchman 
on the railntad.

K«lit(»r Conrant:— An extract from a 
UoHton letter to one of onr state news- 
papers brinjfs to niy noti<’e for the 
first timo the fact that biennial loKislative 
sessions are now linder eonsideration in 
MassaebiisettM. 

Conpliin; this inoasnre with the enact- 
ment of a similar amendment in Connee- 
tient and institntiiiK a eom]i!irison of 
railroad le^islation in the two states, 
would at this time, in view of onr pres- 
ent sore experien<*e, probal)ly prove to 
bo an instructive study to the taxpayers 
of your towns. 

For tbirtv-four years the law of this 
state piwtfcally forba<le the eonstruetion 
<»f crossings of bi^bways by railroads at 
Krado, and altbouKb the law was f?oner- 
ally ignored ami such erossiiiKS were 
made wberover desired by the compa- 
nies, yet in every case they were made 
oitber under ebarter or statute conditions 
wbicb permitted tbcm as a privilege, de- 
pendent upon the continued fulfilment t>f 
certain obligations resting upon the com- 
panies. 

A careful examination of Connecticut 
legislation from the passage of the first 
grade crossing livw ot lH4t» down to the 
act of 188Ji by wbicb it was repealed, will 
reveal the master minds of skillful and 
ingenious counsel working for a single 
purpose, until now the position of the 
public and the railroads is reversed, and 
the supposed privileges are claimed as 
rights, and when the demand is made 
for the removal of tbe.so nuisances — for 
such they have become and are judicial- 
ly declared to be — the state is met by 
the assertion of equal responsibility with 
the railroads fortiieir existence, and the 
lieople are amazed to find a law on their 
stAtiite book by wbicb the railroad com- 
missioners may assess a part or, if they 
choose, the wlnde cost of their removal 
upon the towns in wbicb they are sitini- 
ted. While the cb.aiigcs in the l.aw liavc 
been ipiietly and gradually enacted, no 
effort lias been made to enforce their pro- 
visions, for one year would hardly siitiice 
to accomplish the wholesale .scheme of 
plunder contemplated under its provi- 
sions. And so side by side with this leg- 
islation we find a plan for biennial se.s- 
sions carried along and linally ratified by 
the people. And now all things are 
ready. 

Immediately iqioii the adjonrnnient of 
the last annual session in May, l.s,S7, the 
work of removing grade cro.ssings iiiion 
the Consolidated railroad began, and the 
towns of Connectimit awoke to find that 
they bad unwittingly exposed themselves 
to wbole.sale plunder under the forms of 
law. As the existing laws came to be 
iimlerstood from the first practical oper- 
ation of them, astonishment, dismay and 
anger po.s.sessed the people, and "town 
.after town demanded ny vote, by peti- 
tion and the per.sonal solicitation’ «tf its 
citizens, that the governor should cause a 
speidal se.ssion of the legislature to be 
convened and give at least an (qiportnni- 
ty for the repeal of the olmoxioiis law. 

Forty-three towns ofiicially united in 
this request: after mature delilieration, 
(Jovernor laninsbiiry. undoubtedly actu- 
ated by ixditieal motives, declinetrto call 
the special session, giving as a reason 
that under the law. appeals could be 
taken from the decisions of tlic c.onimis- 
sioners to the superior court. lie .says; 
‘*lt is safe to say that with reasonalde 
trouble and at moderate expense, the 
consummation of any unsatisfactory ile- 
cision of the commissioners may be pre- 
vented until after the beginning of the 
regular session of the next general a.s- 
sembly." Practically granting in bis let- 
ter to these towns, all tliat is did mud iiv 
them as to the iniquity of the law, be iic- 
tiiiilly recommends that they invoke the 
law itself to prevent its operiition. The 
only object to be secured is debiy, and 
this is what the towns are now fighting 
for. So much for the sitinition in Con- 
necticut. 

An exiunination of the railroiid laws of 
.Massiicbn.setts as amended in ’S.'), ’Sd and 
’ST reveals tlie fiiettfiat the same skilful 
manipulation Inis been aeeoinplisbed 
there, and the metliods arc so similar and 
the accompanying biennia] ^session legi.s- 
lation fitting in so exactly, that one is 
almost inclineii to believe that the same 
influences that have proveil elYective in 
tbi.s state have at least been instrumen- 
tal in bringing about like results in yours. 

But Wo feel that we are somewhat 
more fortunate than you, in that there is 
lett to us the one last resort of an appeal 
from an unjust decision, whereas under 
your amended law, you are even depiived 
of this, except upon proceedings then 
pending. As your laws now stand 1 
think you will find that upon the peti- 
tion of the railro.id companies alone, pro- 
ceedings may be initiated for the removal 
of such grade crossings as they may de- 
sire to aoolish and that the cost of such 
removal, including damages lor the tak- 
ing of land and •’otherwise ’ must be as- 
sessed at least in jiart ui>on the town in 
which said crossing is situated. Con- 
necticut ])ri>tests against allowing its 
coministiioners even an option to make 
such an assessment, but .Massachusetts 
makes it obligatory upon them. Both 
laws are cnriosiiies in the legislation of 
the status of the Union, in every other 
st.ite every dollar of these expenses is 
paid by the railroad companies who are 
alone responsible for the existence of 
these nnisuncus. For example, take the 
eiiormous expenses iueurreti by the Con- 
solidated railroad in runioving grade 
crossings between Now York city and 
the Connecticut state line, and the mil- 
lions of doll.irs which the Harlem road 
has agreed to pay for similar work on its 
line in the same section, as well as the 
enormous expeuditure about to bo in- 
curred by the Pennsylvania railroad in 
•lersey ('ity, Pittsburg and Alleghany 
City, also by the railroads entering Buf- 
falo and Chicago. 

Would it not be well for Massachu- 
setts to consider whether the lesson that 
Connecticut is now learning may not 
prove even more bitter in iiur own case 
should she, like ourselves, carelessly 
vote for biennial sessions, without first 
repuatiug this uuiust law. E. .1. ilii.i.. 


Tlio Goslly Inofflclency of Onr Hrhnolif. 

f begin by most chocrfiilly granting 
that no nnionnt of timo or effort can boat 
or grind knowledgo into minds that have 
no natural affinity for it. This is the 
counterpart of the truth, which is so fa- 
miliar to all students of the biography of 
the self-made, that where there is an in- 
tense desire to learn, knowledge will he 
bail, and no hiimaif' jmwor can prevent 
its being gained. Witnuss Fiivingston, 
who wired his grammar on the comer of 
the inachino he tended, when a ])oor hoy 
in a cotton mill, and, snatching a lino 
here and a word there, ns ho eoiild while 
stopping to and fro in front of his ma- 
chine. 

But after all proper allownnco made, as 
in the above concussion, there remains a 
goodly number of bright pupils, who do 
fairly or oxceilunfly well in such work .as 
is given them to do. What then can bo 
the matter, when such a pujiil, in the 
fourteenth year of ago, and fifth in our 
best schools, h.ad never learned the boun- 
daries of any of the separate .States of 
the United .States, and could not bound 
Massachusetts? Was it only a loss, inci- 
dent to promotions at irregular times? or 
had so important a matter — without 
which one must necessarily be all at sea 
as to the location of everything, not yet 
boon attended to? It is to bo hoped that 
the former is true, for every educator 
should know that memory subjects natu- 
rally come fiist, and such niattur.s as 
State boundaries should he indelibly 
fixed in the mind before the fourteenth 
year,in case of every jnipil having any ap- 
titude for learning. 

But perhaps so astounding a revelation 
as that of inability to bound Massachu- 
setts, after five years residence in it,i8 only 
one of the natural fruits of the pittance 
of only four and a half hours schooling 
per day, in place of the old time five and 
a half, besides the two fifteen-minute re- 
cesses, making the customary six hours 
daily at school, in the simple days, when 
the modern fictitious, miscalled “social 
duties,” wearisome enough to adults, 
were not also, as now, assumed by chil- 
dred to their ruin. 

.So much for now as to incnicicncy. 
Then ns to the cost. Kager scanning of 
the late school report, as printed in our 
Newton papers, found no answer therein 
to the (piestions: Why should our schools 
cost ten or nine times as much for only 
about three times the number of pupils, 
as they did thirty years ago? And why 
should the cost per pupil bo from fifty 
to one hundred and fifty per cent more in 
Newton than in other places, which it 
would bn the boldest presumn'tiou to ac- 
cuse of being less noted for intelligence 
than Newton is; judging by the intel- 
lectual grade ofjthe entertainments \> Inch 
will call out a full audience in the sever- 
al places? 

Comparisons between the rates of tax- 
ation for school jiurposes in the dilVerent 
towns, are, to tiie burdened tax-pajors, 
only an irritating evasion. .Sucii com- 
parisons oiiiy show that the care, with 
which a given cost jier pupil is met. de- 
pends on tlie average wealth of the com- 
munity in one place or another; but it 
shoi^s nothing as to the comparative ed- 
ucational results of such given cost in 
dilYercnt places. .So tiie vexing question 
still remains. Why should .Newton 
schooling cost thirty dollars per head, 
more or less, while that cost is only from 
one to two thirds of that amount in so 
many other communities of high charac- 
ter fur thrift, energy and intelligence? 

It is, it is true, hardly to be expected 
that a running tight of correspondence 
should be kept up in the newspapers be- 
tween the schoui committee and a dis- 
satisfied public; yet, seriously, it seems 
hard to see why some direct commiinica- 
tion with the imblic, perhaps quarterly 
through the local papers, hliould not I e 
maintained, on points found by expen- 
etice to be of interest to many, and addi- 
tional to the one annual report, which 
often leaves some very eager and earnest 
(piestionings unanswered.

The Blair hill is based upon the same 
idea, and it is remarkable that a superin- 
tendent of MaHs.achusetts schools Bhoiild 
have failed to oppose thi's yearly grant of 
the state, if he found that it piomoted

We 
appropriate money for impiovenient of 
rivers and harbors, not in propoitionto 
population, hut in inoportion to the 
wantsof tlie rivers aiul hurhors. tin the 
same principle the Blair lull appropri- 
ates money where most needed by tiie 
nnedneated' condition of the people, a.s 
the "general welfare’’ demainis that

A communication w’as received from 
the school board in regard to the 
establishment of a truant school, 
and the project was explained by Mayt»r 
Kimball, who said that there w'as now | 
no way to restrain truants except to send 
them to the Industrial scho(.A%t Law- 
rence, a private institution, which w’ould 
only take truants who were sentenced for 
two years. He had already spoken to 
the mayors of fambridue ami Waltham, 
and they were inclined to favor it, and 
the plan could be brought atout at the 
expense of the county. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Childs authorizing tlie mayor to co- 
operate with the mayors of Cambridge 
and Waltham and the town authorities 
of Watertown, for the establishment of 
a truant school.

empty car «nie cobl night last March. 
He took a heavy cold rmU the next inoni- 
ing returned voluntarily to the sciiool j 
ami apologized for lunning away. The ' 
sehmd authorities to punish him. took a ! 
clipping macliine and cut his hair. Tills | 
in such cold weather was too much fur a j 
boy who was already ill ami he died. The i 
city did not want to send any more boys ! 
to such a jilaee.altliougli there were some i 
eight or ten tniaiits who ought to be 
nuiiished. It was thought lliat if these 
boys could be sent away ft>r iroin one Lo 
six niontlis tliey would reform, and it 
would do them good 

Alderman Cluids spoke in favor of the 
Older, and said that the truant ollieer 
liad mucli trouble \Nitli half a dozen 
boys, who would probably be cured 
by a short term.* at the proposeil school.

On motion of .Mderman Chadwick the 
report of the tinanee eominittee in regard 
to the Thompsoiiville sehool house was 
taken from the table, and he presented 
an order approiiriating $4.5011 to ho 
charged to the a.s.sessmeiit of for the 
ereetion of a siiitahic building. He said 
that he had visited the location, and the 
present building was not fit for seho<d 
purpose.s. Mi.ss Davis, the teacher, said 
that .she had been wrongly reported, and 
what she said must have boon 
misunderstood. She did not think the 
building satisfactory or good cnoiigli if a 
better one could be had. He favored 
building a tme room school house, plain 
but substantial, at a moderate cost. The 
sunt mentioned was siitticicnt to do this 
Superintendent Emerson said that the 
pre.sent building was in a bad place, no 
credit to the city, ami he would not like 
to take strangers there. 

Alderman Tyler said that he was hardly 
satisfied at the time the report was made, 
that enough was known about the pres- 
ent school house, and the next morning 
he drove over there. He found 17 schol- 
ars present.and .Miss Davis, the teacher of 
the school, told him that she was 
only satisfied to st;iv if a better nlace 
could not be obtaine(^. The sanitary ar- 
rangements and ventilation were Very 
bad, and Superintendent Emerson hail 
said that such a sehool building ought 
not to be tolerated in New’ton. He made 
a .second visit with Lev. Mr. Hornbrooke, 
a member of the school board, and they 
found a ilreadful lack of ventilation, as it 
was a warm day. Tlie house is on low 
ground, with no cellar underneath, and 
the drainage was evidently very bad. He 
thought $4,000 would be ample for the 
new building. 

Alderman Childs said that since the 
previous meeting ho had received a 
letter from Mr. IJanon, one of the sehool 
coniinittee from Ward 0, eouehed In that 
gentleman's usual vigorous English, in 
in which lu^ stated that my remarks in 
regard to the statements of Miss Davis ; 
and Mr. Harwood were absolutely false, ; 
and demanded a retraetiuii. In ' regard i 
to Mr. Harwood, he had not referred to ! 
hint, ami one of the papers (not the ! 
Gr.vphic) h:ul gotten his rtinarks mixed i 
lip with those made hy another alderman. ' 
He had quoted what .Miss Davis had said 
to a friend of his. If Miss Davis had 
been inisumlerstuod he was sorry. He 
wrote a reply to the meinbeis 'of the 
school board, giving the facts, and he 
also would vote for a $4,500 liitilding, al- 
though he thought $4,(K)0 was enough. 
$10,000 was certainly to imicli too e.xpend 
on a .school building in that locality. 

Alderman Ward stated that he was on 
the tmhlie property eomniittee last year, 
and he had iqqiosed the erection of a two 
room building, to cost $10,(H)0, as a «»ne 
room building was all that was needed. 
The members of the .school coniinittee 
wanted the two room luiilding, hut he 
was opposed to spending any such sum 
of money, and the majority of the peo- 
ple of his ward weiealso opposed to such 
a scheme. A one room building would 
give all the aeeoininodations that wmild 
be needed there for many years, and tlie 
city had as suitable a ll>t as could be 
foiiml there, ami also had secured it at a 
very low price. 

The onler was passed unanimously. 

THE o'l.KARV IIARX. 

Mayor Kimball called the attention of 
tbe boaial to Mr, O'Leary’s barn, ami 
.said that he was anxious to know wliat 
the board were going to do. 

Alderman Johnson said that althougii 
the city was not legally liable, still he 
thought .Mr. O'ljcarv liad acted hon- 
estly, and had believed that the .\ldcr- 
meii were superior to the lioard of health, 
ami with a license from the former he 
could go ahead. He favored giving him 
Tiomething, although not as large a sum 
as was asked for. 

.Mderman ( hadwiek .said he had talked 
with .Alderman (irant, and he had no 
doubt Mr. O'Leary tlionglit the board of 
aldermen were all |)owerfnl. He askeil 
if the board had not favoreil giving him 

.Mayor Kiinbail saiil that no such order 
had been presented, but there liad been 
some informal talk about it ainung the 
ineinbers. 

.Alderman Ward said that he could not 
i see that Mr. O’Leary ha<l any claim upon 
the city, and he could not vole to pay out 
the city's money to a man who had de- 
; lied the city ollicials. Tlie man had no 
; moral or legal claim upon the city. He 
had once tavured liaying a man damages 
; to save the city from a possible lawsuit, 

, but his course had been so criticized that 
: ho had made uj) his mind never to do it 
again. 

! Alderman Childs said that while ho 
I coincided witli .Alderman Ward, and 
: iloubted if the man had anv legal claim, 

I still he thought he had an eiiuitable 
claim. Mr. Mosmaii gave him no w’ritteii 
! notice, ami he imiy not have known that 
-Mr. .Mosiiiaii was a city otlicial. At 
: .Mdeniiaii (iraiit’s suggestion he liail 
, moved his barn three feet, ami he was 
; not a mail who could be reasoned out of 
wlial lie supposed to lie his riglits. With 
I tiie nature ot hi.-* class ot |>eoide,liu went 
on and linished what he had lieguii. The 
' mail might have an equitable claim, ami 
, he was willing to give him the henclit of 
i the doubt ami vole him fr«iin $5() to $1.70. 

' 'i'here was no doubt but tliut he would 
' take what was otfered him. 

.Mderman Johnson said he could not 
agree with .Alderman Ward us to the 
< man defying the i;ity. He had trusted 
i to the boaid of .Mdermeii, doing what 
I they gave him permission t«> do, ami lie 
; evidently tliougiit he was right. He had 
I adopted .Mdeniiau Grant's suggestion 
about moving the huihliiig, and the city 
could alford to do what was just in tlie 
mailer. 

Ahleimaii Ward asked if Alderman 
Grant admitted that he told him to inuvo 
the building three feet. 

Alderman Johnson replied that that 
point hiul been conceded all along. 

On motion of Alderman Nickerson an 
order was passed paying Mr. O’Leary 


$100, on his signing a receipt from the : 
city solicitor. 

THE NEWTONVII.I.K PARK. ' 

Ahlorman Chadwick called the attcii- 
tion of the board to the order passed 
last yoar.grantlng $1,(H)0 for the purchase i 
of a smalj park on Crafts street. Ward 
2, on eondition that the citizens raisecl 
an equal sum. He said that the arrange- 
ments were nearly comjiletod, ami .Mr. 
Towno was ready to sign the (leed. Ho 
gave the notice in order that the six 
months from the tlnio the order was 
passed might elapse before something 
was done. The matter would prohahly 
come up lielore the next meeting of the 
hoard on March 5th.

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FAKEWRUi SERMONS. 

TIioiiKTlitN on CliriNiInnity Addressed 
to n Cliiircli. 

II Y IIKIIMON F. TITI’H. 
llrctliron and Krioiids: — I do not R])(>ak 
to yon tins morning as your pastor, iny 
work in that ofllcial relation with you Is 
ended. But yonr supply conimlttoo 
liave Invited ino to preach for you till 
July 1st, and I have accepted the Invita- 
tion, alti)OU{;h 1 now think I shall ask 
them to roleaso mo April 1st, or at latest. 
May 1st. I shall have no farewell sermon 
to preach, yet I am ^lad of the opportu- 
nity now afforded mo to present to you 
in a summarized way those views of life 
have been urf^imr these seven years, and 
hy which 1 should like to ho remomherod. 
So I purpose now, on the six Sundays up 

April Ist, to lay before you a series of 
six letters, ombodyiiiK as simply and 
plainly as possible what 1 conceive to bo 
the way of life, so far as I have yet ap- 
prehended it. I adopt the epistolary 
form, because it is the most natural and 
flircct. And these letters will be printed 
week hy week in the Giiapiiic, because 
I want to make it possible for each 
member of the church to ponder care- 
fully over the thou^^hts enforced. 

At the outset, lot mo say a few words 
-conceruing the present juncture in the 
4iiTairR of the church. You wore all in- 
tensely surprised two weeks ago at my 
resignation. You have been divided in 
opinion as to the wisdom of accepting it. 
Many of you feel sad, while some are 
disappointed and almost bitter, at the re- 
sult. Let me repeat now what I said last 
Monday evening before you took action 
accepting the resignation, that 1 believe 
it was best so. And let mo entreat you 
all to dismiss from this day and hour all 
^discussion about the pastor’s resigna- 
tion, *and about the action of the church 
in accepting it. That is past, and no re- 
Jioarsal of it can serve any good purpose. 

And let mo go further and entreat you 
to drop all discussion of Mr. Titus. 
Naturally, when you were considering 
whether it would bo wise to keep him — 
notwithstanding his medical studies — lie 
was discussed freely, pro and con. But 
that is past now. Please let it bo past. 

1 do not asK this in order to escape 
criticism, but in order to avoid any 
partisan feelings among you. It will be 
•very easy for you to grow warm and ex- 
cited about personalities. That is just 
what I beseech you not to do. It is not 
worth while and it is not C'hristian. if 
there were any question of integrity, 
any question which involved a jiastor^s 
mural character, his Christian sincerity, 
that would be worthy and imperative. 
But no one can raise such a question. In 
those respects I have a conscience void 
of oiTcnce. Yet do nut misunderstand 
me. I know and confess that I have 
many faults, and have made many mis- 
takes. I wish I had been a better man 
among you. Possibly 1 might then have 
accomplished what "l have incessantly 
sought, and what these letters are in- 
tended to picture to you f(»r the last 
time, the realization of the New Testa- 
ment iiattcrn of a (’hristian church. I 
fear some of you have been unhelped by 
me, because 1 have acted too indepen- 
dently, too harshly, too unlovingly. 
God forgive mo, as I hope you will, for 
having been a stumbling block to any. 

I deplore and disown all actions and 
words and looks that have been unchrist- 
like. And so do not discuss mu auy 
more. And do not be critical tow’ard 
one another. We all have abundant 
faults, and need to pray for one another 
that wo may bo healed of them. We 
must regard one another as in Christ, 
seeing the good and encouraging it, and 
overlooking the evil, even as (Jod for 
Christ’s sake has forgiven us. Kemem- 
ber the Ajmstle’s words: “Brethren, 
even if a man be overtiiken iu any 
trespass, ye which are spiritual, restore 
such a one in the spirit of meekness, 
looking to thyself lest thou also bo 
tempted.’’ “Uo nothing through faction, 
but in lowliness of mind, let ciich count 
the other better than himself, that ye 
may bo blameless and Inarmless, children 
of God without blemish, holding forth 
the word of life.’’ Such language moans 
something. Nor is it intended for times 
of no temptation, but for critical times 
like this, when you are tempted to bo 
censorious and unkind. Now is the 
time to practice in deed and truth the 
real spirit of Jesus. If any oue in this 
church claims to bo mv friend, or be- 
lieves what 1 have preached, or lias any 
regard for my advice, lot nim cease to 
criticize others, and rather pray in all 
sincerity for them and himself and mo. 

But there are questions not personal 
and not related to me, except as 1 have 
been the unworthy medium of present 
ing them to your notice, questions 
central to our wdiole life and laiili; these 
I invite you to discuss during these 
coming weeks. Again lot me warn you 
against auy contusion of the truth set 
forth, with tlie man who sets it forth. 
Whetlier Mr. Titus is "cranky,’’ head- 
strong, unwise, singular, impracticable, 
rsidical, alone iu his opinion, all that has 
nothing to do with the question. The 
only tiling to bo asked concerning w hat 
I shall say is this: Are tlieso things so? 
Is all this true or false? 1 am exceeding- 
ly desirous to eliminate all such talk 
about myself. I am always self-con- 
demneil when men who listen to nio be- 
gin to talk about the preacher instead of 
tlio thing preached. I wouUl 1 could 
transinU the light uncloinled. And so, 
bretiircii, discount mu, abolish mu, but 
listen to what is being said, and ask 
yourselves in all seriousness. Is this 
thing true or not? If any one, after 
what 1 have now said, shall remark con- 
cerning anything in these addresses, 
^‘That’s a cranky, impracticable, radical 
jiotion,’’ set him down as being unable 
to give any otlier answer, :ind proceed to 
a.sk him quietly. But is it a true notion? 
Anil mark his reply. If he shall go on 
to expatiate on the dreadful coiisequiMices 
that would ensue to the world and to 
('hrislians in j>ariicular, if these teach- 
ings were imt in practice, do not bo led 
away, but hold him and yourselt right 
to the real point: Did (’lirist teach these 
things? In all that 1 shall say, one 
thing is assumed, namely, that we are 
(hristiaiis, disciples of .lesus of 
Nazareth, holding his life and teachings 
and the teachings of his Apostles, as 
recorded in the Now Testaiueut, to be the 
iinal appeal in all questions. 

You all know that I have laid great 
emphasis upon moral principles; princi- 
ples which are more than moral, more 
than ethical, more than ( hristian even, 
in the popular sense, principles for 
which there is no adequate expression 
except the life ot •Jesus. 

To those nriuciplus chielly, 1 shall ask 
your renewed and explicit attention, he- 
cause they seem to mu vital to 
Christianity. 

1 IukI some thought of stating them be- 


fore I resigned, and asking you if you 
really bolinvcd them. For the cause of my 
roHignation lies in the conviction that the 
most of you do not bollovo what I have 
boon proaching. This is the reason that 
1 have begun tlio study of modicino, bo- 
causo 1 have dospnired of over getting a 
church, by the ordinary motliods, to adopt 
wliat seem to mo the fnndamontnl moral 
principles of Ghrlstianity. I think the 
reasons for such despair will become 
more fully mniiifcst as these letters ap- 
pear. 

Meanwhile, there could ho no better 
time for this consideration than the 
present. If 1 had presented this before 
mv resignation or with it, and asked you 
to decide whether you believed it or not, 
hinging my staying or going upon 
your decision, that would have plunged 
you at once into a division about the 
pastor, a more personal, partisan issue. 
S'ou w'ould have been unable to consider 
the matter impartially. (Jr, suppose you 
had heartily acquiesced, it would quite as 
likely ns not have been because of the 
personal itiMuence of the pastor, and 
not from deliberate, hearty choice of 
the truth. But now I can speak to you 
as one private man to others, holding no 
relation to you which may uiniuly in- 
fluence you. I am addressing you now 
as individuals, not ns a church. No 
church action will bo taken about w hat t 
am to say, and hence no division about 
it can arise. You will be able to stinly 
It as you do a Sunday School lesson, 
having varying judgments, but with en- 
tire good feeling, considering each sub- 
ject on its merits alone. 

Not only can you listen freely and 
fairly under these conditions, but I can 
speak more truthfully and freely too. 
None of you can know the bondage of 
speaking to men and women upon wdioso 
pleasure the speaker’s bread and butter 
depend. 

Pause, and fancy that temptation. A 
pastor knows that certain men in his 
church — influential in its counsids— are 
doing certain wrong things. Docs ho 
dare preach that those things are wrong? 
Especially, does ho dare bo explicit and 

E crsonal in his address? If he does so, 

0 knows very well that disaffoction will 
arise in his congregation, and a church 
quarrel appear ultimately, unless ho gets 
another call and retires gracefully. 
What can ho do? If ho wants to remain 
in a comfortable place and educate his 
children, and possess the delights of a 
permanent home, he has only to preach 
agreeably, be brilliant, popular, schol- 
arly, philosophical, rhetorical, oratorical, 
or oven simply evangelical, avoiding dis- 
agreeable moral applications, and he can 
remain indefinitely. Short pastorates, so 
commonly reprehended, may bo in part a 
good sign, showing that pastors are too 
faithful to compromise, and so are 
obliged to pass on rapidly. Do you s.ay 
that no true man would decline to preach 
the whole truth. for fear of conseipiencos? 
Well, then you ascribe to ministers a 
very rare quality of disinterestedness. 
The fact is, they are men like other men, 
and subject to like temptations. I have 
to confess I have often felt this tempta- 
tion, and yielded to it. Not that I fcareii 
to lose my place, but I have dreaded to 
ofTend men, to make things unple.asant, 
to bring on giadually an atmosphere of 
discontent. If I had been faithful to 
you all, I should have come to you and 
told you faults which I know you have, 
and which hurt the name of Christ in 
this community. That is one reason I 
have ceased the ordinary pastoral calling 
— except upon the sick and needy — be- 
cause I could only say pleasant, passing 
things to you, and did not dare to be real 
and truthful with you. So in many ways 
I have com])romiscd and hedged and 
flattered and manipulated and managed, 
using a sort of ecclesiastical diplomacy 
to effect results, and have therefore suc- 
ceeded. Had I spoken out in all candor, 
had I reproved, rebuked, exhorted, ac- 
cording to the solemn adjuration of the 
Ajmstie, we should not have llourished 
as wo have, for seven years. And just 
because I feared to make trouble, to 
alienate brethren who wore warm 
friends to mo and very pleasant associ- 
ates, and because I had a reputation to 
make and maintain as a pastor among 
other pastors, and in the denomination, 
and because too — in justice to myself I 
should add — I hoped to reach the place 
at last where such indirect methods 
could be abandoned and right Christ- 
ian results secured — for those reasons I 
have never spoken with entire freedom 
and genuineness. 

So you see one reason wiiy I felt I 
musr bo independent of salary, if I was 
to bo a true pastor. But now I am no 
longer your pastor and no longer bound. 

I may speak free now, and that is a very 
great advantage for the truth. 

So then you are free to listen and 1 am 
free to speak. The solo question that I 
shall seek to answer concerning any 
theme will be: What is true, that is, 
what is Scriptural? .\nd do you, 1 pray 
you, bo as the Bereaus to whom I’aul 
preached, who “received the w’ord with 
all readiness of mind, examining the 
Scriptures daily, w’hether these things 
were so.’’ 

But do not anticipate, from such an 
introduction, that 1 propose to say any- 
thing awful. I only seek to present 
with as much fairness and (diristian 
spirit as possible, the truths of the Bible. 

I have made this morning's address 
familiar, introductory, explanatory, and 
in large measure personal, because this 
is the first time 1 have spoken to you 
since the resignation, and your minds 
would naturally bo busy with such 
points as these. 

But now 1 am done with this, and so 
let us pass to one final w’ord for this 
time. This word concerns the subject 
of ideals. There is quite prevalent a very 
specious fallacy, to this effect: Wo can 
not attain ])erfoction, hence it is useless 
to try. It is simply discouraging, dis- 
heartening, to seek what wo know wo 
cannot lind,so it is urged with great nlaus- 
ibility. lienee, let us try to do wiiat is 
practicable, what can be realized in the 
midst of our imperfect conditions. The 
most direct reply to such a plea is that 
•Jesus bids us be perfect even as our 
Father in Heaven Is perfect. Nowhere 
does tile new testament sot up a low 
standard. "Love one another as I have 
loved yon*’ — nothing short of such love 
is enjoined. "Hereby know wo love, be- 
cause he laid down his life for us; and 
wo ought to lay down our lives for the 
brethren.’’ 

That is a very high ideal: but that is 
what it says. We may answer, that 
such self-sacrifice is not possible nowa- 
days. Still that is what Jesus demanded 
of his disciples, whether possible or not. 
‘Whosoever would be my disciple, let him 
deny himself and follow me.’ "If ye 
love me, ye will keep my commandinents.” 
There is no escape from such injunctions, 
'i'o the word and to the testimony — not 
to our feelings and reasonings, let us re- 
sort! 'riiere is no doubt that the Lord 
does bid us be perfect — seek perfec- 
tion. 

But then one says: God wouUl never 
command us to be what he knew we 
could not be, it is folly to believe that 
God would lay upon us burdens we could 
not bear. But do we forget the words of 
Jesus, "Be of good cheer, 1 have over- 
come the world!’’ We shall attain. 


brethren. God Is for us; who can bo 
against us? Ho has jirndestincd us to bo 
conformed to the image of his son. Wo 
are perplexed, yet never unto dcs- 
jiair. Wo always press on toward the 
goal, unto the jiilzo of the high calling of 
God in Christ .Jesus. Wo know in whom 
we havo bolioved, and that there is laid 
up for ns a crown of righteonsness 
which the Lord, the righteous jndgo, 
shall give ns at that day of his appear- 
ing. A crown of what? Of righteous- 
ness. Then wo shall bo perfect in His 
likeness. We know, indeed, that in this 
body wo groan being burdened witli our 
sin. y\ii(i hence wo long to bo clothed 
upon with our body which is from 
heaven — a spiritual body, like unto his 
glorious body. Wo shall not Indeed bo 
perfect in this life; but in tho world to 
como wo shall be. Only, only if wo do 
not seek perfection here in this worhi.we 
shall not attain it in that. Only ho that 
seekoth findeth; but, thanks bo to God, 
he that sceketh does flml. God bids us 
do no impossible thing— only we must be 
content to attain in his own time and 
way. 

Further, supnose you apply this plea 
for a low stamlard to some iletail of con- 
duct; its absurdity will at once be aii- 
parent. For instance, yon tell a child 
now to speak a falsehood. You do not 
argue it is jinictically impossible to 
s])eak the truth alwavs, and 1 am moral- 
ly cerbiin that he wdll sometimes lie; and, 
therefore, say to him, “Tell as few’ lies 
•as you can. ’’ y<iu would expect from such 
directions a Jesuitical child, shrewd but 
untrustworthy, and having little regard 
for the truth. No, the only w’ay to se- 
cure even moderate truth is to aim for 
perfect truth. 

There is only one thing, brethren, in 
this regard, that 1 urge upon you as es- 
sential. and that is. accept the ideai, say 
tiiat it is right, admit that it is your «luty 
to become like Christ. Dear young 
friends, you w’hom I havo baptized and 
loved <as a father his own children, I be- 
seech you, cling t<i your ideals as to your 
very souls. Let not w<»rldly and politic 
maxims take the jdace of Christ in your 
thought. Suffer, bo ridiculed, lose your 
places, your hopes of success, die, rather 
than surrender the divine voice within 
you w’hich says, “You ought to be per- 
fect as Christ was perfect.’’ 

You w’ill be discouraged often at your 
slight attainment. But press on, press 
on! What shall a man give in exchange 
for his life? These ideals that are incar- 
nated in Jesus constitute your very life. 
Without them you are dead while you 
live. To hold to these till you die, strug- 
gling on in infinite hope, in ]>erfcct faith 
in (iod, that is salvation for you. “Bo 
thou faithful unto death and I will give 
thee the crown of life. To him that over- 
cometh, 1 w’ill give to him to sit down 
with me in my throne; even as I also 
overcame, and sat down with my Father 
in his throne.’’ 

And remember that the .secret of our 
repugnance to such ideals lies in our ow’ii 
selfisn natures. We do not like to be 
lorpetually condemned by our imjierfect 
ives. It is an uncomfortable, haunting 
sensation— that of never living up to our 
ideals. The man who holds to such 
ideals w’ill be mi.serable so long as he 
does not measurably fulfil them. There 
are two ways for a Christian to become 
hapi»v; one* is, to lower his standards, 
ami t^ins secure conformity between his 
life and his ideals; the other is, to lift 
his life, as best he may, to approximate 
to his ideals. Which w’ill you do, dear 
friends? Will you lower your ideals, or 
lift your live.s? A gentleman of this 
church said not long since. “.Mr. Titus 
will never be a happy man in this world." 
That is true. I shall never be quite hap- 
jiy so long as sin sepanates me iroiu full 
fellowship with (Jod; but I want to bear 
w itness that I have never come so near a 
vision (»f Christ as during the last week. 
Brethren, 1 have not had a clear ccni- 
science for twenty years, that is, clear 
with respect to the main issues of con- 
duct. I have felt eonstiintly that I was 
refusing to live up to what I knew was 
(Jod’s will, and wliat I knew 1 could do if 
I w’ould. I am sincerely trying now’, 
though I shall often go wrong, as I have 
pitifully this very w’eek, and I ask your 
sympathy and your prayers. 

Heeent\y, a gentleman said to me, 
while discu.ssing this subject of ideals, 
"I am not going to hunt for birds in 
a wood w’here I am ab.solutely certain 
there are no birds." 

“That stjiggered me for a moment. It 
w as like so many an argument contained 
in a figure: it is diflicult to disentangle 
the fallacy. 

Another gentleman present, feeling 
that it was a fallacious figure, answered 
w’ith great force, “My friend, there may 
be an application to that figure, but I 
prefer you should make it.’’ .So he might 
well prefer, for see what it implies:— I 
am not going to hunt for righteousness 
in this w’orld, because I am absolutely 
certain no jierfect righteousness can be 
had in this w’orld. But some righteous- 
ness is to bo had in this world. Wouhi 
you refuse to hunt f*u’ partridges in a 
wood w here there were plenty of them' 
simply because you knew you coulil not 
hit everyone you shot at? Tho fatal 
flaw ill the illustration lies just here, 
there is plenty of righteousness to be Inul 
in this W’orld, the w’oods are full of right- 
eousness, to be had for the seeking. 
You do not decline to hunt for partridges 
all day long, though you miss every one 
ainuMl at; be»ause you show that <»nly by 
practice, even by many failures, will you 
ever become a gotnl shot, and be able to 
get any birds at all. You are greatly en- 
couraged when you can capture even one 
bird in a day’s shooting, for it shows that 
you are iinpr«»ving; by-and-by you will 
get five out of every ten shot at, and then 
you ciuiiit yiuirself a gtiod sportsman. 
You do not get all you aim at, you are 
not perfect, yet you continue to take 
every cliance and make every elVort t*) 
become a perfect slntt, and you know' 
very well you c«uihl never have been skil- 
ful enough to hit a single bird, if you 
Iiad not persevered iu ytuir aims, oven 
while you were abs«ilutely certain you 
could liit nothing. No, no, we must try 
for all, if we exnect t«> get any. .So 
thought the apostle when he saiil to the 
IMiilipians, "I press on, if so be that I 
may apprehend that for which also I am 
apprehended by Christ .Jesus.’’ Breth- 
ren, 1 eount not myself yet to have ap- 
prelieiided; but tuie thing I do, forgetting 
the things which are behind, and stretch- 
ing forwanl t«» the things which are be- 
fore, 1 uress on toward the goal unto the 
prize of the high calling «>f God in Christ 
•Jesus.

against the Blair bill. Very little prac- 
tical biMielit was derived from it. as the 
fund was caielessly handled, in many 
cases loaned without proper security and 
so lost, or else rcckle.ssly expended with- 
out beiiiR of any, real beiiclit to the 
schools. It is true that the state does 
aid the poorer bill towns, at tW^ present 
time, but that is a state alTair, and it is 
the duty of each state to care for its own 
.schools. 

Judging from past history, tliere is too 
nnicli danger that the Blair Tiill would 
merely provide a huge coiriijition fund, 
and that not a teiitli part of it would 
ever be aiijilied for the purpose for 
which it* was intended. Theoretically 
the Blair bill might be an excellent thing 
for the sontliern states, but past experi- 
ence with such funds does not make it 
probable. The states shoiibl rely upon 
themselves, and the Blair bill would 
never have been tliongbt of bad it not 
been for llie immense surplus in the na- 
tional treasury. No one would favor 
raising such a sum by direct tax alone. 

As for Mr. Ilimls’ letter, its imiior- 
tanee would depend largely upon the 
standing of the man. 'I’he school is not 
a widely known 'ine, unless it is a branch 
of the Bryant A- Stratton commercial 
colleges, and Senator Blair incorrectly 
and vaguely describes him as ‘'a profes- 
sor at the head of a school.’’ His argu- 
ments aie not as clear as one could wish, 
and lie evidently shares Senator Blair’s

Dentil of J. n. Whitmore. 

The nows of the death of .Mr. Josetdi 
B. Whitmore, who died at his late resi- 
deiiee. Wiiithrop streel, last Friday after- 
noon, was a grbat shock to the commun- 
ity where he was so well known and es- 
teemed. The deceased had been an act- 
ive man during life, and mi the <lay of 
his death visited Boston during the fore- 
noon, giving his personal attention to 
sdvoral business matters, and returning 
to his home early in the afternoon. His 
health of late has been apiiarently good, 
although his family have noticed less of 
his activity. At times he walked with an 
a])parent effort, although he mafic no 
complaint and never alluded to any jiain 
or aiiimyance around the region of the 
heart, which would have seemed to indi- 
cate disease of that character. .Shortly 
after his return from Boston, he visited 
the barn and attended to his usual 
chores. Upon returning to the house he 
sat down in an easy chair in his room 
and appeared bright ami cheery. A lit- 
tle later ho complained of pain in his 
side and arm, ami expired about two 
hours later. His physician, who was 
hastily summoned, pronounced the cause 
of death jiaralysis of the heart. .Mr. 
Whitmore was born in Thompson, Ct., 
.\pril 4, 1825, and was therefore in his 
(Wil year. He was for many years a resi- 
dent of Boston, where he was formerly 
engaged in the provision business at the 
Boylston market, retiring from business 
life about 1.7 years ago, after iiaving ac- 
fpiired a considerable fortune. During 
the anti-slavery period he became finite 
prominent, and his bold denunciations of 
slavery and its concomitant evils, has 
placed his name with the grand galaxy 
of those men who fearlessly stood up 
lor justice and humanity, recognizing 
the fundamental principle of thee(]uality 
of all men under the law. He was the 
persfinal friend of such men as Wendell 
Phillips ami William Lloyd (Jarrison,and 
was known as one of the stalw'art anti- 
slavery men. His rebuke to Judge Lur- 
ing, whoso fiat sent pfior Simms back 
into slavery, will demonstrate his 
strength of character and i>urpose. 
The judge ordered some provisions at his 
market, but .Mr. Whitmore refused tf) 
sell him an ounce of anything that he 
kept in his store, saying: “Never will I 
be guilty of furnisiiing sustenance to a 
man who dares pronounce such a decis- 
ion as you have.’’ The result of this and 
similar expressions had its effect and 
the pro-slavery men would no longer 
trade with him, seeking in this way to 
injure him for daring to speak the simple 
truth. The anti-slavery adherents, how- 
ever, rallicfl around him and gave him 
support and encouragement. The de- 
ceased has been a resident of West New’- 
ton for about 25 years, where he was 
much respected by a wide circle of 
friends and acfiuaintaiices. He was not 
very active in politics, altlnuigh he took 
a keen interest in all that concerned the 
welfare of the city, ami was elected to 
the common council in 187.'', serving one 
year and doing excellent work as a ineiii- 
iier of the city govi:rninent. He was a 
member of tiie .Second Congregational 
ehurch, a former deacon ami a sincere, 
earnest Christian man. His death will be 
mourned by many in this city, and e.s- 
pecially w ill he be innsseil by the pour, to 
whinn lie was a true frieiiil. His purse 
strings w’ere ever opened wide at the 
call of the needy, and he generously be- 
stowed his charity. He leaves a whlow 
and two children, one of whom, .Mr. 
George P. Whitmore, is married. Only 
the day previous to his death he was one 
of the pall-bearers at the funeral of the 
late Mrs. .Sarah B. Putman, an idd friend 
and neighbor. 

Tha nineral took jilace fnun his late 
residence .Monday aiteiiioon. and was 
largely attended. The services wore of 
an impressive character, piayer being of- 
fered by Rev. ('. D. Kimball, after which 
Rev. Henry .f. Patrick spoke feelingly of 
the lile ami cliaiaeter of the deceased. 
His remarks were .substantially as fol- 
lows: 

No words can be addetl to those of 
Scripture. The life now ended hero has 
been described. It was a lile of ministry, 
a lile which ftdhoved the spirit of the 
master who .saiil, “1 came not to be min- 
istered unto, but to minister.'’ It was a 
lile of laith and works, of prayer and 
charity. He would not allow any pub- 
licity of his benefactions; he soinuieo no 
trumpet liefore his almsgiving. Yet 
we cannot bear liis toriii away from liis 
home on earth without some word of 
tribute iu testimony of what he brought 
tlirough the the grace of Christ. It at 
this liour the befriended ones were jier- | 
mitted to reappear they would come 
thronging from every part of the world, 
the latest from famine-striken Turkey, 
it has been one stream of beneliceiice all 
through his life. His lile nii.ssion was to 
the needy, the neglected, the sick, the 
alHicted. Eiitori the idd Boylston 
market, where he presided in a stall, 
and see a com|»aiiy of poor and aged wo- 
men waiting near by and see this good 
Ilian as the clock strikes 12 stop slioit in 
his work and call them up to nil each 
basket with a generous supply of wliat 
was palatable. •'This is my daily habit,’’ 
said ho modestly to a visiting friend. 
The colored regiment, the first raised, 
was at camp at Readville: they tlo not 
claim the attention and chanty other 
troops receive, he loads his market 
w.igoii with ten barrels of apples 
ami sends to each company. He sends 
to needy friends and relatives at the 
front and with the wife in those days 
save.< one whowassick in the hospital. He 
lived in the days of the anti-slavery re- 
form and his iieart was all engaged for 
the oppressed. Perhaps nothing needed 
]trinciple so much as that familiar inci- 
dent which found its way into the papers 
ami lias now been repeateil since fiis 
death. When all Boston was under ex- 
citement and her streets lllletl w ith sold- 
iers. because of the execution of the lu- 
gitive slave law, iu the sending back of 
poor .Simms int«» slavery, the man who 
^igned the document of consignment, 
.ludge Ltirinu, came into the market for 
his provisions .ind .Mr. Whitmore, in 
righteous iiuiignatioii at the act exclaim- 
ed, “I cannot supply you; your money 
would burn in niy pocket: ’ That was 
heroic; he knew what it would cost him. 
A large and pr.>lltable Beacon sliecl pat- 
ronage, but Providence rewaitled him 
and the fiiemls of the slaves came to his 
support. The next moiiiing Garrison 
and Phillips came in ami grasping his 
hand thanked him ami became Ins anient 
friends. He was a man tiue tt* Ills con- 
victions- what he loll to be right ho was 
bold to ilo — ami to speak. He was one 
who held out to the end ot his benili- 
ceiice; when others grew faint be kept 
right on. In the civil war. when re- 
cruits were scarce, he iirovided a substi- 
tute, althougli beyond obligation to do 
so. How many things come to light now 
that he is gone; what is the verdict on 
our streets'.* I’niveisal is the shock of 
his sudden departure. — "A good man 
gone!” “Oh how we shall miss him!’ 
His name was “tJieat Heart!” Never 


would he wrong a fellow being, and if 
ho did ho was ready to repair Hn^ injury 
at once. For a man so impiitsivo I novor 
know a man to do so few things to he 
sorry for. 'The crowning oxcollcncoof 
his lifo was Ins religions charartor. lie 
went to Boston a country boy, was soon 
engaged in (.'bristinii work and did nrddo 
service. Coming to us 25 years ago, lio 
lias been a pillar Id years, an ofHcer four 
years and all the other years a teacher. 
There was a remarkable fresliness 
and tenderness in Ins religitius life. It 
w-as tlie gospel in ail its wonderful love. 
Next to Ids Bible was bis Biinyan. He 
knew file PilgrI iTs Progress by heart. 
He li5»*» been over it many times. He 
coiibl tell the meaning of it in Ids own 
exi»erleiicc. He tofik great delight in 
song and loved liynins. The other .Salr- 
hatli morning the light came streaming 
i»it<» his chamber, anrl his tirst exclama- 
tion was. “I.et us sing!’’ and Ids voice 
went up in sung. Mis favorite hymn 
was, “Father wliate’er of earthly hliss!” 
He was a man of prayer, and has always 
been deeply interested in the missionary 
movemeiitof tbecliurch. When lie lived 
in Boston be was wont to invite to his 
home those who were on tlie eve of sail- 
ing t<» foreign lands — he hail a personal 
interest in tliem. He loved the work at 
the south among the freedmeii and he 
was cf|ually loyal to borne missiotiK. 
Bear me witness, my friends, that I am 
only giving you the facts of Ids life and 
allowing liiem to speak for him, 

l lie end came suddenly to us. but he 
was not taken unawares, all indications 
sliowing that he had l>een making ready, 
finishing up Ids work. Riding into town 
the other day when remarked upon his 
health, he replied, “.No. I have a trouble 
which may carry me away at any in- 
stant.” He was a prompt m.'»n,wbat was 
to be done be did quickly: Ids departure 
was like himself. He worked to the last 
and then God took Idin, .8pared from 
long sulTering we may be glad for him. 
while we cannot but break forth in sor- 
row at our loss. The world is poorer to- 
day. This hour is sadly vacant. The 
aged friend who had leaned upon him, 
now feels that the last prop has been 
taken from beneath him ; the happiness 
of wife and little one is now ended by 
the bereavement. But lie is in the home 
he has thought about so much. .Now 
has come to pass what he has so ofte;i 
read and talked about, the end of tlie 
journey to the celestial city. 

Rev. Francis Tiffany also spoke of the 
life of the deceased, alluding to his 
iiatunilly conservative character yet sin- 
cerity of purpo.se and motive. He was 
bold to denounce wrong, and earnest in 
the cause of justice for all men. His po- 
sition during the anti-slavery epoch in 
our history is in itself sutHcieiit to hand 
his name down to posterity.

The great Harwood husking was the 
most enjoyable event of tho year.

Toneliiiig Chics in riihlic Schools. 

Tho extent to which tho principles of 
civil government are taught in tlie high 
schools and academies of this state has 
been tho subject of an investigatioi^ 
(whoso results are now in part published 
in Education) by a committee of the 
Massachusetts council of tho American 
Institute of Civics. Tho interest shown 
in this subject in various quarters indi- 
cates that soon some system of teaching 
this branch of knowledge must enter into 
our public school curriculum. In a body 
of (luostions framed by E. C. Carrigan of 
the state board of education, and sent by 
the board to all tho superintendents 
throughout tho state, is one relating to 
this subject: Whether or not should 
civil government ho added, to tho list of 
required studies in all schools, or bo sub- 
stituted for some one of the branches now 
retinirod or permitted? The state board, 
by resolve of tho Legislature, is request- 
ed to make a special report to tho Gen- 
eral Court on the matter of evening 
schools, and the expediency of revising 
the course of study in the public schools, 
so that by including this question in his 
list, Mr. Carrigan gives it prominence, 

Tho investigation of tho subject by tho 
institute of civics brings out some inter- 
esting points. There were 50 answers 
received to tho circulars sent out, and 
only five of.these stated that the schools 
they represented had no course in civil 
government. A prominent high school 
principal had in his reply this signifi- 
cant sentence: “In view of tho abomi- 
nable ideas of citizenship that throngs of 
defiant, cursing and stone-throwing hoys 
and men so often express in times of dif- 
ference and earnestness, to say nothing 
of that ominous laxity about political du- 
ties in other inidtitudes le.ss outwardly 
demonstrative, I feel keenly tho need of 
that sort of instruction, whatever it is, 
that will reach tho springs of action 
and make them ituro if possible.’* The 
man who wrote that sentence fully felt 
the danger of ignorane'e; and one point 
brought out in these replies Jis that the 
teacher himself must have a keen and in- 
intelligcnt interest in the national life of 
our country, past and pro.sent. 

Reading the daily papers under proper 
direction is spoken of as of great value; 
‘also tho proper connections of this study 
with history should he brought out at 
every step. Tho American Statesmen 
t-eries, now being published, is spoken 
ol by one teacher as of good account in 
opening the eyes of hoys and girls to a 
knowledge of their “goodly heritage.” 
One teacher thinks tho scholar should 
become familliar witli the management 
of alTairs in tho town or city of his resi- 
dence, as a preliminary to more advanced 
study of this subject. Some believe in 
text-books, others recoin mend the as- 
signment of topics to be looked up at 
home. One teacher organizes his class 
into a convention ; this class selects its 
presiding officer, a clerk aud a general 
committee. Tlie committee reports the 
constitution ns a whole to the conven- 
tion, and then the convention takes up 
tho articles by parts for dcbato,adoption, 
amendment, or rejection. This teacher 
says: “The (jays of the country lyceum 
were precious days for many a 
young man who became absorbed 
in its <iucstions,” and ho thinks 
tho study of civics in tlio liigh schools 
gives an opportunity to organize an ex- 
cellent substitute. 

Thu returns given in this report show 
great lack of nniformity in the courses 
at present pursued in various schools, a 
great diversity of text-hooks and a wide 
divergency of methods. Tho circulars 
are only sent to the high schools. It is 
(juite as important that the subject he in- 
troduced into tlie gramtnar grades, see- 
ing tliat so largo a iiortion of their pupils 
never reach the high school. Of course 
the teaching must he regulated to the 
capacity of the pupils, but the subject 
may be made simple enough to interest 
any pupils above the primaries. Among 
the reference hooks ruuoinmended in the 
answers sent to the coininittee of tlie In- 
stitute of Civics is Miss DaweK’‘‘H()w wo 
arc governed.” This is perhaps tho best 
adanted to^uso of a half-dozen very good 
books with the same design published 
within two years. — |.SpringfieId Republi- 
can. 


hood. England never madi’ a worse inis- 
tako than when she let the old French 
laws stand, after site had taken posses- 
sion of the country. TItose laws confer 
great privileges upon the priest. 'I'hey 
are entitled to a tithe of 1 of every 2(1 
Inishols of grain from every farmer; they 
levy pew rents amounting to niilliuns 
overv yar: the Inioney paid for masses 
for (lepartod souls in purgatory amounlH 
to a vast sum; by complying with certain 
legal formalities they can levy assess- 
ments for tho luiilding of now churches, 
and this is done to a great extent. 

These oxacliens are driving tho people 
to America. About lO.IHXI of the ‘200,- 
000 in Massachusetts arc Protestants; 
00.0(M) are In no church, and tho rest are 
under tho dominion of the priests. Tho 
latter hope to establish a Frenoh settle- 
ment in tho midst of Now England. Tho 
French language is spoken and taught. 
Tho people are taught to hate American 
institutions and tho free public schools; 
tho French journals are in sympathy with 
tile movement and do all they can to keep 
the people apart from tho English sneak- 
ing popuLation. Tho people are iiuuiced 
to become naturalized and vote; immigra- 
tion from Canada is encouraged. They 
are encouraged to marry early and rear 
largo families: the priests arc well aware 
that Now hhiglar.d families are small and 
they hope to fill tho nlaces of tho young 
men and women who go from here to 
tho west with tho children thus roared 
and educated. 

The danger thus threatened is terrible 
and can only he met by work among 
these people. It is the aim of the college 
to educate preachers, who understand 
both Froncli and English, and who 
can lead those people to sympathy with 
American institutions and tajee them 
from tho domination of tho priesthood. 
This great work is one that touches the 
very life of New England as it is, and is 
worthy of thojigreatost aid from her 
Christian people.

The particular phase of this subject to 
which 1 wish to call your attention is 
loyalty to our respective pastors, those 
wliom* we ourselves have called to break 
to us the bread of life and to minister to 
us ill times of joy and sorrow. The re- 
lation of the church and pastor is a 
sacred one, and honesty and good faith 
demand that no trilling matter should be 
allowed to come between them. 

The work of a pastor is a great work, 
and what can encour.'ige a pastor to 
better work than the assurance that 
his people are loyal and true? Loyalty 
w'ould enable us greatly to enjoy and 
profit by his sermons, which a discon- 
tented and disloyal heart would lead us 
to criticise unkindly and perhaps unjust- 
ly. A careless|or thoughtless word of 
criticism as wo pass out of church may 
dissipate tlie good impression made upon 
some soul. Even if our pastor does not 
satisfy our ideal, a cordial loyalty oti our 
])art will often dispel tlie disalYectioii. 
Such loyalty that has to be fouglit for is 
of the higiiest type, and is a positive, j 
active virture. I 

Tlie jieace and harmony of our church- j 
es proves tliat tliey possess tlie spirit of | 
loyalty. J^et us insure its coutinuauce j 
and rebuke words of unkind criticism. | 

Do not lot us bo too sensitive of what . 
we think is a lack of attention on the j 
part of the minister toward us. .Ministers 
are neither omnipresent nor infallible, ' 
and their bodies tire as ours do. If we 
desire their presence at our homes let us 
send for them; I am sure they will re- 
spond cheerfully. Do not lot us leave 
tlie burdens to Uie pastors alone. We 
must rally around him and aid and en- 
courage him. The Young People’s 
Society of C'hristian Endeavor have iieen 
instrumental in arousing in our young 
people a spirit of loyalty. 

MR. RAY-MOXD I.. URllXiMA.V 
of Auburndale, the second speaker, said 
he wished to direct attention especially 
to loyalty to the church. What is 
loyalty and how is it mnnifosted? 
l^oynlty to the church docs not mean 
loyalty to a denomination. It has a 
higher and a broader meaning. Thu 
good of the church is above that of a de- 
nomination. Occasionally we see can- 
vasses made on denominational issues, 
but that is not loyalty to the church. 
We should do all we can for the church 
through the denomination, but remem- 
ber the denomination is but a small part 
of tbe church. 

Must loyalty show itself through ut- 
tundanco at church meetings? Many can 
not attend all the weekly meetings on 
account of business. If this was the 
test we should have to rearrange our 
business, but tlie real test of loyalty is in 
daily lite. We shoulil be honest through 
and through, and every word of ours 
should he worth its face and bo accepted 
by all men. Thu test is also in our 
thoughts and actions the truth or falsity 
of which are unknown; we must ut all 
times be loyal to the church. (’Iiiirch 
members are comparatively few in the 
world, and if one tails to live up to his 
standard it is immediately noticed and 
commented upon; it is said that he is 
disjoyal Ui the church. Loyalty to the 
church is in reality loyalty to Christ. 

MR. Wll.I.lAM ii. liEI.I. 
spoke on loyalty to the covenant. Said 
Mr. Uell: The words of some people are 
always accepted and helieved, while 
those of others can not be dupemled 
upon, in the late war there were those 
who were faithful and those who were 
unfaithful. It is so in the church to-day. 
There are some who do all they cun to 


help; there are others who always see 
the dark side of every picture and 
hinder and discourage the rest in the 
work. They find fault with the prayer 
meetings, and yet do nothing to make 
them better. They llnd fault with the 
pastors. A deacon once remarked to me 
that his pastor was a wet hlanket upon 
the church. Y'et that iiastor was very 
popular, and seats for the congregations 
that came to hear him could liardly be 
found; he was doing a good work in that 
churcli. .Many of these people, perhaps 
must of them, mean well. They started 
right, but have drifted out of tiie right 
course. We make a covenant with (bid 
and then with the church. Are we faith- 
ful to the covenant? Do we watch over 
tliose who come into the church and 
help and aid them as we have covenanted 
to do? (iod grant that wo may bo loyal 
to the covenant. 

•MR. OEOROE .MAY 

of Newton Highlands also spoke on the 
same bipic. Ho said his mind went back 
to the opening of the war, to that time 
which tried men high in authority. 
There was no safe neutral ground. .Some 
were loyal and others disloyal. In enter- 
ing into the covenant wo agree to live 
Christian lives. Wo give ourselves to 
God. Do we strive to seek His glory and 
the growth of the church; do wo live up 
to our pledge? The test of loyalty comes 
at unexpected times and circumstances 
and the result of these tests make up the 
linal record. The busiuoss men of to- 
day are often tried. The loss or gain that 
often depends on a single act is so large 
that the temptation to bo a little dishon- 
est is very great. How many bright 
examples we have in the church of (.'hrist 
whose conduct will bear the closest scru- 
tiny! Often much good may bo done by 
our sympathy. We should strive day by 
day to help some one. We must put 
some of the spirit of Christ into our 
lives. We can not give unless wo have, 
so let us study the life and spirit of 
Christ. 

MIt. REUBEN FORKNEI.I. 
of Nonantum, was the first speaker on 
the topic — Loyalty to Christ. Christ, he 
said, was the son of God, the second of 
the blessed Trinity, the great prophet 
foretold fur ages. Wo should be loyal to 
Christ because He is our sovuroign, our 
king, the head of principalities. He has 
redeemed us with His blood. Wo should 
not bo loyal through fear, but through 
love. Loyalty is part of love. Wo may 
bo sure that our sins will find us out. 
If wo are disloyal God knows it, and out 
of our own moutlis will He judge us. 
The great obstacle to-day to loyalty are 
social customs. They entail a waste of 
time, which could be better spent. .Social 
customs are the destroyers of our bodies; 
they load the yimng to becomo'unaniore J 
of the pleasures of the world. It is so 
because wo have not been loyal and have 
sought our pleasures while they have 
sought their destruction. 

MR. SAMUEI, WARD 

.said it seemed to him that ho was the 
last one to speak of loyalty, to the club. 
As a business man ho tried to imiiress 
the tluty of loyalty upon Ins employes. 
Wc business men know what it is to 
have tlioso in our employ wlio are di»- 
loyal to us and those wlio are always do- 
ing their best for us. The absence of a 
small boy will often disariange the work 
for the day. What has this to do with 
loyalty? With all reverence it seems to 
me thatCiirist came into the world to do 
business. As a member of His kingdom 
it is my duty not only to tibey, but to do 
all I can to advance the interests of the 
kingdom. It is possible for us to be 
loyal to Christ. We arc^ not called upon 
to bo martyrs, iiut we are called ujion to 
live lives that are fully as hard as it 
would bo to bo a martyr. The tempta- 
tion to diverge | from the paths of 
honesty are very great. Then comes 
the test. Not to business men alone 
comes this test. 1 know of .a young 
lady, who when .asked if she hacrinid a 
pleasant time when she had not, said 
that she had. Was that loyalty to 
Christ? In Paul we have a high example 
of loyalty to Christ. Goil knows whether 
or not we are loyal, and will Ho not re- 
ward us when this life is ended, and we 
join the tens of tliousands who sit on the 
right hand of God? 


said that he had been asked to speak of 
the divine Christ. In speaking on such 
a subject ho did not dare to go beyond 
the Dible. In !St. .lohn's gospel Clirist 
tells Nicodemus that unless he be born 
again he cannot receive eternal life. The 
question was not one of. doctrine but of 
the miracle of a new birth. To the 
women of .Samaria He was tbe water of 
life. He also s;iid Hu was the bread of 
life. We owe to tlie divine Christ tlie 
now birtli, tbe water of life, the bread of 
life, (dirist is tlie vine and we are the 
liranches. .So not only are we indebted 
to Him fur spiritual life, but ior food 
and fruit. 'I'lie fathers of the church 
said our bodies were the temples of (Lid. 
.Suniining up our dependence on God and 
the last fact, wo have the answer to the 
question «hat is loyalty to (iod. Wo 
can’t tell how wo are loyal, but we know 
tliat through the new birth and Christ's 
nurture, we grow. It is through our 
Ituigings and juayors that the divine 
(’hrist meets us, and mo go out into the 
world refreshed and strengthened.
